Known as the RC213V in MotoGP 
circles, the engine alone costs around 
PI 0.7 million. Not cheap, but we can only 
imagine the nape-prickling thrill of pinning 
it to the limiter.

“There 
will be a next step; it’s been too positive for 
us not to,” says Petersson. “The question is 
what that next step is. ” We ll help you out 
there, Martin— finish it immediately and 
deliver it to us.

Using a bike-style backbone 
structure means the seat doesn’t 
sit at all— it hangs off the central 
spine, leaving drivers dangling in mid-air 
picking flies from their teeth.

THE JAPANESE 
BUILD EXCITING 
GARS ONCE AGAIN 



W e all know that the Japanese have 
always been a force to reckon with 
when it comes to automobiles. 

In fact, most people would think 
of brands like Toyota, Honda, or 
Nissan for their new car purchase. 

But alas, the Japanese have been so busy 
trying to sell cars that they have somehow 
forgotten what it means to have fun behind the 
wheel. Don’t get us wrong. They have churned 
out some shining examples in the past, such as 
the Toyota 2000GT, the Sports 800, the Celica, 
and even the AE86. Then there are the Mazda 
RX-7 and the MX-5. And even the Honda Civic, 
which essentially is a sensible car, has had some 
exciting variants at one point or another. Yet the 
reality is that sales have dictated the creation of 
crossovers and more mainstream models. 

All is not lost, however, as car enthusiasts 
have reason to rejoice. If you’ve been following 
the auto industry lately, you will see the re- 
emergence of fun cars that are actually within 
the reach of most buyers. We’re not talking 
about Porsche or BMW money here. Rather, 
we refer to models like the Toyota FT-1 concept 
(rumored to be the successor to the Supra) and 
the recently unveiled S-FR concept. Apart from 
these future models, who can leave out the 86 
and its equally hot Subaru BRZ twin? 

Mazda, meanwhile, has just released the RX- 
Vision. The spiritual successor to the legendary 
RX-7 packs the brand’s trademark rotary engine, 
this time complete with Skyactiv tech. And one 
shouldn’t count out Honda, as it fields models 
like the S660 mini roadster, the Project 28c4, and 
even the lOth-generation Civic. The latter is 
pretty interesting as it hopes to bring Tun’ back 
into the compact segment, even packing a VTEC 
turbo lump to boot. 

In fact, all these cars have one thing in 
common: They’re lightweight, and they promise 
to be a blast behind the tiller. With cars like 
these, it looks like fun is back in Japan.

Exactly. Which might explain why Nissan is drop- 
ping not-so-subtle hints that the Gripz previews 
its next generation Z-car. As well as that cheeky 
‘z’ at the end of its name, the official blurb proudly 
attests the Gripz “blends the practicality of a 
compact crossover with the performance of a 




Apparently the Gripz’s design pays homage to the 
jacked-up 240Z that won the East African Safari Rally 
in 1971, a rally-raider Nissan describes as the first- 
ever crossover. As connections go, it’s hopeful. 



Not for a while, at least. The Gripz concept is of- 
ficially described as a design statement rather than 
a replacement for any existing model: Nissan bosses 
told us the Gripz was a glimpse into the firm’s future 
of performance, rather than a direct preview of their 
next Z-car. “There is no urgency in 370Z,” product 
planning chief Philippe Klein told us. “It’s still a good 
asset for the company. It has a good customer base.” 



Unlikely, we fear. The Gripz is poweredby a petrol- 
electric range extender, with Nissan acknowledging 
the ‘constraints’ of economy and G02 suffered by 
modern sports cars. When we asked Klein if the next 
Z car could go turbo, he admitted Nissan was “open 
and considering all different options”. We sadly sus- 
pect the days of the 370Z’s 3.7-liter V6 are limited.

I f you’re not familiar with Subaru or its lineup 
of cars, we urge you to come out of wherever 
you’ve been hiding these past few decades. 

This car manufacturer is but a subsidiary of 
a company with humble beginnings that 
trace back to a century, starting out as The 
Aircraft Research Laboratory in 1915. While 
Subaru has been around for only 62 years, it has 
become one of the more iconic marques in the 
automotive world due to its stellar performances 
at the World Rally Championship. This was over two 
decades ago. 

Every modern Subaru model since then can 
trace its lineage to the machines driven by legends 
like Colin McRae and Possum Bourne. These days, 
the Japanese brand’s rally presence can be seen 
primarily in Rally America and Global Rallycross. 
This makes it one of the few remaining carmakers 
in the realm of rally racing, which maybe one of 
the strongest statements a vehicle manufacturer 
can make in this day and age. 

It’s a statement that can be seen in how Subaru 
builds its vehicles. Any diehard Subaru fan will tell 
you that these boxer-engine-equipped cars are the 
poster children for efficiency. There are at least five 
models featuring the combination of boxer engine 
and Symmetrical AWD, not counting some variants. 



With the new Subaru Levorg, there are now six. 

Stemming from the same genealogy as the 
Impreza, the Levorg naturally resembles its 
progenitors up to a point. It’s hard to notice the 
differences on the front end: softened front fenders 
and edges, new bumper details, and added chrome 
work. To the layman, the fascia will look the same as 
the WRX’s, right down to the hood scoop. With the 
omission of the hood scoop on the Forester due to 
pedestrian safety, as well as on the Legacy because 
it’s now only naturally aspirated, we can at least 
conclude that the hood scoop is still a crucial part 
of the overall design of the company’s turbocharged 
vehicles. It’s not only reassuring to see it on the 
Levorg, it’s an element that will give purists and 
enthusiasts something to cheer about. 

What most people will easily notice is that the 
greenhouse is glaringly different — it lacks the 
sloping back glass and the sweeping rear deck. In 
their place is an expanse of more glass, sculpted 
sheetmetal, and artfully crafted plastic. These 
give the Levorg a more unique and commanding 
presence. It’s a statement as unique as the drivers 
who choose wagons over sedans. 

There’s more to the story, of course. There’s 
now more interior space on a platform that already 
had ample space to begin with. Much of the added

volume comes in the form of 520L of cargo capacity 
with the rear backrests up. Seats folded down, this 
grows to 1,446L. Clearly, the Levorg is not only for 
the urban commuter, but also for the modern driver 
or family who likes to do all kinds of stuff. 

The kind of stuff that’s as meaningful, versatile 
and fun as the 1.6-liter turbocharged four-cylinder 
boxer engine under the hood. Employing direct- 
injection coupled with an 1 1:1 compression ratio, 
the FB16 mill makes 170hp and 250Nm — about as 
much as the non-turbo 2.5-liter motors of the older 
Legacies and Outbacks. Subaru states that matched 
with the Lineartronic GVT, this mill is also more ef- 



ficient. It gets 17.9km/L compared with the current 
Legacy’s 14.8km/L using the JG08 test cycle. 

The 1.6-liter is the base engine almost everyone 
gets. In addition, those in Japan also get the 2.0- 
liter version that makes almost 300hp and 400Nm, 
because they always receive the good stuff first. 

That shouldn’t put you off from getting the 1.6- 
liter variant, though, because it makes 250Nm 
from l,800rpm. It will haul ass as much as it will 
haul stuff. 

Going back to the differences between the Levorg 
and the WRX, there are more changes at the back end 
apart from the body style. The rear double-wishbone 
suspension gets its own unique tuning that makes 
the Levorg’s ride more luxurious. It seems like they 
really gave this Subie a lot of thought. 

Inside the cabin, Subaru owners will be greeted 
by a familiar sight. The excellent ergonomics and 
the highly functional dashboard layout are almost 
identical to the XV’s. Rehashed and recycled? Per- 
haps — or just completely spot-on and shouldn’t be 
messed with for the sake of being new or different. 
‘Nicely tidy’ and ‘efficient’ are the words that come 
to mind, hammered to the point where you realize 
that Subaru has gone against the current standard 
of making new models bigger than their predeces- 
sors. And in the Levorg, it has done so successfully. □ 



1. STATION WAGON 

There’s no longer a station wagon 
unless you count the Outback. Subaru 
has chosen the side of efficiency in 
the packaging of the Levorg. It fits the 
wagon bill and ticks all the right boxes. 

2. FB16 BOXER ENGINE 

Subaru’s latest turbo boxer engine is 
also the smallest we’ve seen from the 
manufacturer. Direct-injection allows 
for higher compression and better 
off-boost power without the need for 
premium fuel. 

3. SOFT-TOUCH SURFACES 

There are plenty of premium-feeling 
materials. Blue stitching instead of the 
sportier red is a neat touch. 

4. EYESIGHTTECH 

Subaru’s collection of driver aids make 
their cars some of the highest-rated 
vehicles in terms of safety. 



5.REVISED SUSPENSION 

Increasing cargo capacity without 
changing the suspension tuning would 
wreak havoc on the ride and handling 
characteristics otherwise. 
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The Hiroshima Peace Memorial was close to the epicenter of the atom 
bomb. Its dome survived the attack and the building retained its shape. Now 
it is part of a nice park. The most beautiful and advanced cars from Japan 
begin as ideas. Through these lumps of modeling clay and crude metal 
tools, a Mazda’s journey begins from thoughts and dreams. Through a 
craftsman’s hands, imagination becomes reality. Mazda’s factory floor is so 
pleasantly lit and clean, you can sip a latte and relax while watching the 
workers do their job. A Mazda craftsman gives a brief demonstration on 
how they sculpt clay into tactile design studies. The special clay is firm but 
malleable. Once finished, the rendering is baked to achieve hardness. The 
forthcoming CX-3 lies diagonal to its big brother, the CX-5. With the CX-3 
being the latest Skyactiv model, and the CX-5 the earliest, this represents a 
complete Mazda product cycle. Dinzo doesn’t want to leave the marve- 
lous cockpit of the MX-5. Only the promise of a wagyu beef dinner con- 
vinces him to disembark. This is a traditional Japanese gate that welcomes 
people to the UNESCO World Heritage shrine in Miyajima.

Mazda designers are encouraged to 
use their hands and play with the unique 
modeling clay they use, to get a better feel 
for the design. The people Mazda employs 
to create clay renders and illustrations are 
takumi or artisans. We witness one such 
master sculpt a piece of clay — looks like 
chocolate, but is much harder than the 
clay we played with as children — into what 
could be a design study. He only uses a few 
metal tools and his bare hands. 

I also learn about monozukuri, 

Mazda’s manufacturing ethos that aims to 
maximize production while maintaining 
quality. It is a uniquely Japanese concept; 
a loose American translation might be 
‘craftsmanship.’ Mazda maybe a global 
corporation, but it is dwarfed by its Japa- 
nese automaker peers. In Japan, it only 
has 5% market share, so it has to make the 
most of its facilities. 

Mazda even makes a joke about its in- 
dustry size. With its humble market share, 
it can design beautiful cars that look very 
similar to each other. Toyota can’t do this 
given its 50% domestic market share — it 
would make Japan look like a 
communist state. 

I’m starting to like how 
these Mazda guys think. 

After the presentations, 
we are herded to a display 
area where Mazda’s full line- 
up can be seen — including a 
model not yet launched on 
our market. I make a beeline 



very fine calibration of the machinery. 
Here, it’s just another day in the factory. 

Afterward, we see the assembly line 
where workers do the more complex 
and less dangerous stuff: wiring, engine, 
suspension, liquids, electronics. Again, 
everything is as clean as a factory can be. 
The lighting is also perfect — ^just right for 
illumination, not too bright to distract. 

It’s fascinating to see different cars 
on one assembly line. This basically 
means Mazda quality is guaranteed to be 
consistent across its product line. What 
sears into my memory is how focused the 
workers are. Even when we’re in front of 
them taking photos, they move with such 
concentration, intensity and speed, their 
hands a whirl of motion while screwing 
a panel or attaching a part. I’ve heard of 
Japan’s manufacturing prowess before, 
and I’ve staked my belief in the “Made 
in Japan” label. But seeing it in action is 
something else. 

The last part of the trip is at Mazda’s 
Mine circuit with the car of the moment: 
the MX-5. 1 have driven this already at the

■ urtrip is not off to 
a good start. We 
are on approach to 
Fukuoka Airport 
in Japan, and the 
weather is terrible. I 
am with a media del- 
egation sponsored by Mazda Philippines, 
and the plan is to land in Fukuoka, then 
take a bullet train to the carmaker’s HQ in 
Hiroshima for brand activities. A different 
kind of sky activity, however, has our flight 
at the risk of being diverted. 

Thankfully, our Filipino pilot has balls 
of titanium, and through red skies and 
flashes of lightning, he lands our plane. As 
we gather our luggage some time later, we 
look at the arrival status of other flights, 
and see that only our plane has arrived. 

But our troubles aren’t over. The storm 
has suspended all trains from Fukuoka, 
and we’re at risk, again, of being delayed — 
and we have a full schedule the next 
day in Hiroshima. This time, it is Mazda 
Philippines GEO and president Steven 
Tan who steps up. While we enjoy a late 
lunch, he personally monitors the train’s 
operational status, and even keeps going 
to the station to verify if the Shinkansen is 
operating again. At the last hour, he is able 
to get train tickets. 

I recall our turbulent arrival the fol- 
lowing day as I sit through a presentation 
in Mazda’s HQ. There’s a pattern to the 
Japanese carmaker’s fortunes. Quite 
literally rising from the ashes of nuclear 
devastation, Mazda has gone through 
cycles of trial and triumph, setbacks and 
success, and...well, you get the picture. Its 
most recent challenge was finding its own 
way after breaking off from Ford. 

Mazda Philippines didn’t have a rosy 
(re) start in the country, either. It rose 
from what was once a division of Ford 
Philippines, and had to begin almost from 
scratch. But through perseverance of its 
people, not to mention a killer lineup of 
cars, it steadily rebuilt itself. And now, it 
has the prestige and resources to fly jour- 
nalists to its home base. That’s why I’m 
here, listening to a Mazda designer discuss 
its beautiful design language: Kodo. 

The designers explain that they looked 
for inspiration from the fastest land ani- 
mal — the cheetah. They show us, through 
a vivid presentation, how a silhouette of a 
fast cat evolved into the first complete Sky- 
activ model, the GX-5. Its curvy body lines 
were made to evoke the moment a cheetah 
contracts its muscles before it pounces. 
The connection may not be seen in the GX- 
5, but it makes sense once explained. 



for the Mazda 2-based GX-3 
subcompact crossover. It’s 
a handsome and flashy little 
vehicle, funkier than the GX-5. 1 can’t wait 
to drive it next year. 

The next day, we head deeper into the 
Hiroshima complex to see firsthand how 
the cars are made. We go to the body- 
stamping facility first. My initial thought: 
“Everything is so clean.” Yes, there’s a 
tang of metal in the air, and a residue of oil 
seems to coat the floor, but there are no 
spare parts or trash lying around. 

Here we see body panels being stamped 
by presses that are three stories high. 
Robot arms retrieve and position sheets 
of high-grade steel, then the press stamps 
these into body shapes. At the end of the 
line, human workers inspect for defects 
before loading the panels into crates. 

The next area, where the body panels 
are assembled into shells, is impressive. A 
bare chassis moves along an assembly line, 
and when it stops, robot arms weld parts 
and panels to it, then the line moves again. 
This is a complex procedure that requires 



Batangas Racing Gircuit. This time. I’ll be 
trying the Japan-spec 1.5-liter version. 

After one lap. I’m already envious 
that we don’t get this engine locally. It 
revs higher, and with its light chassis and 
delightful gearbox, the MX-5 is more fun 
to drive. Despite the right-hand-drive ori- 
entation, the Miata makes me smile even 
when I accidentally slot it in fourth gear 
while rounding a corner, and the car still 
powers its way through. In no time. I’m 
shifting the manual transmission as if I’ve 
been driving this way all along. 

In the end, this experience has allowed 
me to see Mazda from a perspective few 
non-Japanese are privy to. It’s one thing 
to be impressed by the “Made in Japan” 
certification, but it’s another thing to see 
it firsthand. 

This trip may have had a troubled start, 
but like the challenges it has faced through 
the decades, Mazda found a way to make it 
work, and it showed us how. s:

11 ambulances, fire trucks 
and bank security 
armored vans are not 
exempt from liabilities 
resulting from an 
accident. These vehicles must comply 
with the same rules of traffic governing 
all motor vehicles, with some minor 
exceptions specific to emergency vehicles 
and commercial armored vehicles. 

It is important to stress that commer- 
cial armored vehicles are not emergency 
vehicles. These are deployed by private 
security agencies, company guard forces, 
and government guard units to provide 
armored vehicle guard services to banks 
and Other financial institutions. 

Under the PNP Standard Operating 
Procedures No. 0125-S2012 (January 25, 
2012), these commercial armored 
vehicles must comply with the procedural 
guidelines for vehicular accidents, traffic 
infractions and checkpoints involving 
commercial armored vehicles. When a 
commercial armored vehicle carrying a 
valuable payload is involved in an 
accident, its driver must immediately 
stop the vehicle and politely explain to 
the Other party the urgency to proceed to 
their destination. The driver must hand 
over the vehicle and company informa- 
tion through the gun port. The commer- 
cial armored vehicle shall proceed to the 
traffic division and settle the matter after 
the delivery of its valuable payload. 

The Land Transportation and Traffic 
Code recognizes that drivers of autho- 
rized emergency vehicles need to respond 
quickly to emergencies. The Code does 
not hold emergency vehicles liable for 
driving over the speed limit, and 
recognizes exceptions to the speed limit. 

The speed limit requires due care, as 
follows: “Any person driving a motor 



vehicle on a highway shall drive the same 
at a careful and prudent speed, not 
greater nor less than is reasonable and 
proper, having due regard for the traffic, 
the width of the highway, and of any other 
condition then and there existing; and no 
person shall drive any motor vehicle upon 
a highway at such a speed as to endanger 
the life, limb and property of any person, 
nor at a speed greater than will permit 
him to bring the vehicle to a stop within 
the assured clear distance ahead.” 

The Code exempts the following 
from the speed limit: 1) a physician or 
his driver when the former responds to 
emergency calls; 2) the driver of a 
hospital ambulance on the way to and 
from the place of accident or other 
emergency; 3) any driver bringing a 
wounded or sick person for emergency 
treatment to a hospital, clinic or any 
Other similar place; 4) the driver of a 
motor vehicle belonging to the Armed 
Forces while in use for official purposes 
in times of riot, insurrection or invasion; 
5) the driver of a vehicle, when he or his 
passengers are in pursuit of a criminal; 6) 
a law-enforcement officer who is trying to 
overtake a violator of traffic laws; and 7) 
the driver officially operating a motor 
vehicle of any fire department. 

The exemption shall not be construed 
to allow unnecessary fast driving by the 
drivers in the preceding enumeration. 
While prompt response to emergency 
incidents is a priority, safety is a higher 
priority. The unsafe operation of an emer- 
gency vehicle creates an unacceptable 
risk to its crew, to the public, and to the 
individuals who are in need of assistance. 

Moreover, the driver of the ambulance, 
fire truck and bank security armored van 
is nonetheless accountable for civil and 
criminal liability. The Civil Code holds

the driver civilly liable to the injured party 
and to the heirs of the deceased caused by 
the fault or negligence of the driver. The 
driver is obliged to pay damages to the 
injured party or heirs of the deceased. 
Such fault or negligence is called a 
quasi-delict or tort. 

The Revised Penal Code holds the 
driver criminally liable to the public at 
large, represented by the State, for the 
death caused by the fault or negligence of 
the driver. Such a crime is called “reckless 
imprudence resulting in death, homicide, 
injuries and/or damage to property” and 
is punishable by imprisonment and a fine. 

As an exception, emergency vehicles 
have the right of way over other vehicles. 
The Code provides that, upon the 
approach of any emergency vehicle giving 
an audible signal, “the driver of every 
Other vehicle shall immediately drive the 
same to a position as near as possible and 
parallel to the right-hand edge or curb of 
the highway, clear of any intersection of 
highways, and shall stop and remain in 
such position, unless otherwise directed 
by a peace officer, until such vehicle shall 
have passed.” 

Failure to do so when police vehicles, 
fire trucks and ambulances “are operated 
on official business and the drivers 
thereof sound audible signal or their 
approach” is punishable as a traffic 
violation and subject to a PI, 000 fine 
under the DOTG, LTFRB and LTO Joint 
Administrative Order No. 2014-01. 

Finally, emergency vehicles are 
exempt from the Unified Vehicular 
Volume Reduction Program and the 
regulations prohibiting the use of flashing 
lights and sirens. However, there is no 
regulation governing the colors and use 
of emergency lights used by the ambu- 
lance, fire and police. H

Trying to be nice, I insisted that the bellboy 
receive the coins I offered him. Later at the 
restaurant, I learned from the waitress that I 
had given the bellboy the equivalent of only 
20 centavos. Flabbergasted, I dashed to the 
lobby to look for the bellboy. I found him. And I 
immediately stuffed into his pocket some crisp 
bills, his objections thoroughly demolished by 
my youth-powered insistence. 

Because it was my first time to sleep in a 
hotel far away from home, I couldn’t capture 
a decent wink all night. One bottle of Sapporo 
at dinner was hardly a sleep inducer. But if it’s 
any consolation, my being damn dry did me 
good — it provoked me to write a poem entitled 
‘Keeping Me Company.’ It had these lines: 

Oh ant, oh ant 
in the dark.

Arriving in Ito City around noon, I was fresh 
as a daisy. I tossed my bag onto my bed inside 
a room of a retreat-like villa named Pegasus, 
which sat atop a hill overlooking the blue waters 
of the Pacific Ocean. This was to be my home 
for the next three weeks or so as a sportswriter 
covering the Asia-Pacific Chess Championship. 

At lunch, I had my first encounter with sushi. 
Never did I hesitate to partake of it because I 
love kilawin. Soba soup. Then, shrimp tempura 
and all the usual Japanese fare like chicken 
teppanyaki, tamago and beef steak, plus soy 
sauce with wasabi. 

I rode a Toyota Coaster every day from 
Pegasus to the Ito Postal Office to file my chess 
stories via telegram. Communicating with my 
non-English-speaking driver in sign language 
with a sprinkling of Nippongo, I learned in no 
time to speak a little Japanese. 

Our very own Eugene Torre and Ruben 
Rodriguez had finished tied for the chess 



championship, but Rodriguez captured the 
crown with abetter quotient. All night, Torre’s 
wife Marilyn cried. All night, Ruben drank 
beer. He became so winded up that he wanted 
to marry a tournament staffer named Minako. 
That very night. 

Sadly, Ruben, a genius at the 64-square 
board, is no longer with us. He was my room- 
mate in Ito. Weird and eccentric, he would wear 
my shirts without permission during his chess 
battles; soon, even my underwear. He offered 
to return them, but I said to him they were his. 
“Your prize for winning the championship,” I 
explained. He just smiled back. 

A couple of years later, while I was driving my 
new Beetle, I saw Ruben walking (he never had 
a car all his life) . I pulled over and offered him a 
ride. He refused. “I’d rather walk,” he replied. “I 
love walking. Oh, by the way, thank you for your 
wardrobe. They are still with me. Bye.” 

The next I heard of him was when I was 
told of his death. Heart attack. That was, 
maybe, 1992, the year I had my first Toyota — a 
brand-new Corolla I had purchased with huge 
discounts from Rey Oben, a founding member 
in 1991 (like William Lee) of the Toyota Dealers 
Association (now headed by the affable Rene So 
of Toyota Dagupan-San Fernando-Baguio). 

It is with my Corolla that I started to 
appreciate — and acknowledge wholly 
today — the true worth of Japan’s enormous 
contribution to car technology. Include my 
uninterrupted coverage of the Tokyo Motor 
Show from 1993 up to 2015, mostly upon 
the invite of Toyota Motor Philippines, and I 
have become, modesty aside, a master of not 
just the nuances of how one nation can father 
Mitsubishi, Nissan, Honda, Isuzu, Subaru and 
Toyota, but also of selecting the best ramen 
joints in Tokyo.

I love Japan. Of all the 
countries Fve set foot on, I 
consider Japan one of the 
most interesting. Up to now, 
its rich culture and heritage never cease to 
amaze me. In the countless times Fve been 
to this country, the level of excitement never 
subsides. In fact, as I write this piece, it’s just 
a week before I head to the 44th Tokyo Motor 
Show. Thanks for the invitation from Honda 
Gars Philippines. 

It’s the nth time I’m attending this 
prestigious event where the best automobiles 
take the center stage. From there, the cars of the 
future are unveiled. It often takes years before 
they hit the mass-production line. From stylish 
to queer, from functional to absurd — name it, 
it’s there. 

Actually, the scheduled two days at the motor 
show is not enough for motoring journalists to 
digest the latest from the auto industry. Even 
the brochures and giveaways are a big headache 
for visitors to take home. 

Sad to say, the Tokyo Motor Show is several 
light years ahead of the local car events that we 
have in the Philippines. In terms of planning, 
presentation and execution, local car-show 
organizers still have a lot to learn from 
prestigious international events such as this. 
And even Filipino motoring scribes have a lot 
to learn, too. 

Fve covered the Tokyo Motor Show since the

late ’90s. In eight of my 10 trips, I was part of the 
Honda delegation. 

One thing that always excites me about the 
Honda itinerary is the track day at the Twin 
Ring Motegi and the visit to the Automobile 
R8cD Center in Tochigi. We don’t only get to 
have a glimpse of the next-generation Honda 
cars, we are also able to test and feel them on 
actual tracks. Honda’s main office in Japan 
is consistent in its attitude toward visiting 
motoring journalists: When they hand you the 
keys to their new units, they allow you to drive 
to your heart’s content. 

The FIA-certified Twin Ring Motegi, built 
by Honda in 1997, is basically composed of 
racetracks within a racetrack. One of its features 
is a 2.5km high-speed oval where you can go as 
fast as 300kph while the G-forces take you to the 
far end of the banked turn. It gives you an eerie, 
sometimes, scary feeling. 

Just outside the circuit is the Honda 
Collection Hall, where visitors will find a 
complete lineup of the Japanese brand’s 
creations. At the Automobile R&D Center, there 
is a short track and a long track where you can 
evaluate the drivability of each car. And there, 
our driving skills are revealed against those of 
foreign motoring journalists. The facility gives 
everyone a chance to push his skills and the car 
to the limit. 

In such experiences, I am reminded of 
our local circuits where such facilities do not 
exist. Yes, there is indeed a growing number 
of racetracks courtesy of Johnny Tan, but 
compared to motorsport venues in other 
countries, there’s a lot more to be done. The 
toilets alone mark the big difference. What 
more the track surface, the circuit lighting, the 
spectators’ areas, the paddocks, the pit lane, and 
even the safety barriers? 

Racetracks in Japan, like those in other 
countries, are actually big investments. 

The Japanese not only invest for quick 
money, but also for the future gains that 
can be made especially in the field of research 



and development. 

Notably, car manufacturers and distributors 
in the Philippines have learned to use and 
appreciate racetracks. While writing this 
piece, I just learned from Honda that we’ll be 
able to witness a live crash test at their R&D 
Facility in Tochigi. It will be my first time to 
witness such a thing. 

Compared with ride-and-drive events 
whose highlights are expensive cocktails 
and spa services, track days give automotive 
journalists an opportunity for in-depth testing 
of new cars so they can effectively relate their 
findings to their readers. This way, motoring 
scribes get to know more about proper and 
systematic evaluation of new cars instead of 
taking beachfront selfies and pictures of exotic 
food served during ride-and-drive events. 

Sad to say, there are still motoring 
journalists who are not only inept at dissecting 
the strengths and weaknesses of a new product, 
but also lack the skills to handle high-speed 
driving. Fve ridden with some of them, and it 
scared the balls out of me. Imagine a Filipino 
motoring journalist going full-throttle on the 
R&D track without realizing that the car’s 
handbrake is still engaged. Meanwhile, others 
still have no idea what a racing line is, and 
end up hitting track barriers and damaging 
test units. 

I bring this up not to glorify myself, but 
to urge car manufacturers and distributors 
to get serious in presenting their new units 
to the motoring media. The culture of over- 
pampering the media in less sensible ride- 
and-drive events drives us motoring journalists 
away from reaching the point of maturity in 
our careers. 

Don’t get me wrong. There have been ride- 
and-drive schedules, too, in many of my Japan 
motoring trips. They serve delicious food and 
nice sake. But every time I go home, I remember 
well the newly developed machine — more than 
the meal and the hotel accommodation. And I 
thank Honda for that. Dozo! Dozo!^

n apanese cars are crap. Just 

look at the wiring of the engines. 
They look like bad copies of 
Western cars. Just smaller. 

That was how I thought of 
Japanese cars when I wore shorts more often 
than I did the pantalon largo. Growing up on the 
tip of the diek of the dog that is the Philippine 
arehipelago (go take a look at the map to find 
out where) , all vehicles I knew of or saw were 
Ameriean ears, jeepneys, and what we ealled the 
Thames, the buses that took us to the poblacion 
of our barrio, or the aplaya, from the tiangue. 

It was only when we moved to Manila that I 
remember seeing or riding my first Japanese 
ears. Mostly taxis. Mostly Toyotas. 

To a 10-year-old used to riding the calesa, 
they seemed the most modern of rides. But then, 
growing up among uneles who experieneed the 
Japanese occupation and still had nothing good 
to say about the ‘sacang,’ and learning to read 
from dad’s collection of The Saturday Evening 
Post and Life magazines, I always eonsidered 
Japanese vehicles as inherently inferior to those 
made in the US, or even those from Europe. In 
faet, the first paragraph of this artiele was me 
paraphrasing what I may have read somewhere 
or heard in a movie. 

But that ehanged when I graduated from 
the pantalon corto to largo. Perhaps watehing 
Zatoiehi (The Blind Samurai) on television 
and ninja movies — the ’60s and ’70s stuff, not 
the turtle variety — turned me onto all things

Japanese. Or that most of my toys were ‘Made in 
Japan,’ although they easily broke early on. 

I can’t really say when ‘Made in Japan’ turned 
from something pejorative to something more 
positive for me. Perhaps it was when Jaworski 
began playing for the Komatsu Komets, which 
later became my all-time favorite basketball 
team known as the Toyota Comets. Perhaps 
it was when Dante Silverio and Poch Ramirez 
began winning races on board Toyota Gelicas — 
raees we got to wateh on streets a few stones’ 
throw away from our BE Resort Village home. 

Or perhaps it was when my ‘Made in Japan’ 
toys began to look cool and proved harder to 
take apart and destroy. This was right around 
the time when Gigantor, the English-language 
adaptation of a Japanese anime series, became 
one of my favorite cartoons. 

By the time my father left his Volkswagen 
Beetle at home for a brand-spanking-new 
Mitsubishi Galant Sigma, it seemed to me 
there were more Japanese cars on the streets 
of Metro Manila than Ameriean or European 
brands. Riding in Pajeros soon became a symbol 
of wealth and power. The chauffeured set eyed 
the Toyota Grown and the Nissan Gefiro. The 
sporty executive who liked to drive himself 
veered toward the Honda Accord. 

For the middle class, the Honda Civic 
drew the young to a segment that also had the 
Corolla, the Lancer, and the Sentra battling for 
popularity. The Toyota Tamaraw EX — helped 
along a lot by Darna — ereated a new niche 
of vehicles and was soonjoinedby the Isuzu 
Hi-Lander and Grosswind and the Mitsubishi 
Adventure. SUVs likewise began building a little 
niche market led perhaps by the Honda GR-V, 
proudly assembled locally. The category soon 
saw the Nissan X-Trail in the mix. And maybe 
we could also mention the late but lamented 
Terrano here. Toyota brought in, too, that 
lovable shoe of an SUV, the RAV4. 

Japanese brands also ruled the light utility 
and pickup markets. Toyota had the Hi-Ace, 
the LiteAce and the Hilux. Mitsubishi had that 



zombie of a van, the L300, plus the Strada and 
its poor-boy cousin, the L200. Nissan fielded 
the Vanette, the Eagle and the Frontier. And let’s 
not forget the category first dominated by the 
Pajero, mainly beeause top government officials 
gravitated toward it in the early ’90s. Soon, there 
was eompetition from the Nissan Patrol, the 
Toyota Land Cruiser, and the Isuzu Trooper. 

Aside from these, there were other Japanese 
brands and models in the years leading up to the 
new millennium. Suzuki was ereating a niehe of 
its own with the Samurai aka the Jimny. Mazda 
was in the country with its forgotten pickup, the 
nearly forgotten Familia, and the Miata. 

As I am listing these Japanese cars — and I am 
sure I’ve missed a number — that were available 
or were becoming available toward the turn of 
the eentury, and which changed the pereeption 
of Japanese vehicles from crap to top-quality, 

I began to realize how spoiled for choices our 
relatively small market has been and eontinues 
to be. Aside from Japanese cars, we had various 
vehicles, too, carrying brands from the US 
and Europe. We assoeiate many of these with 
excellent engineering and build quality. 

But of course, in a globalized market, 
there is this caveat: Many vehicles are built or 
assembled in countries other than those of the 
brands’ mother countries. Today, our market is 
seeing more brands from countries which may 
or may not carry the same eaehet of quality in 
design and engineering that we readily assoeiate 
with a country like Japan. Three readily come to 
mind: Korea, China, and India. 

It took many deeades before Japan and its 
automakers managed to build that reputation. 
Korean marques, which have been in the 
country for almost two decades now eounting 
the Starex’s gray-market years, appear to have 
crossed the threshold to full acceptance. I don’t 
think the same can be said for China or India 
anytime soon. 

But who knows what today’s faster pace of 
development in technology and design can do in 
a more open global market? H

WOULD LATER DOMINATE CAR SALES? 




n ilipinos, until late 

December in 1941, had 
no idea that Japan was 
already producing a 
wide selection of land 
cars, trucks and even tanks. We only 
knew American-made vehicles and some 
European brands from England, France 
and Germany. With the arrival of the 
Japanese Expeditionary Force and the 
complete occupation of the country after 
May 6, 1942, unknown brand names came 
into view. For the first time, Datson, 
Isuzu, Komatsu, Toyoda and others were 
introduced to the general public. 

The Type 95 Kurogane and the Isuzu 
TX 40 truck were the particular vehicles 
used at all Asian fronts, including in the 
Philippines. Despite the fact that these 
Japanese vehicle brands were hardly 
known, an American military technical 
writer cited the Datson (later Datsun and 
now Nissan) to be of good quality. 

These vehicles rapidly disappeared 
with the defeat of Japan in 1945. Intact 
and damaged units that were left 
behind eventually became war booties 
that ended up in scrap yards. A first- 
production rare Komatsu bulldozer used 
at the airfield in Leyte was rescued by 
a foreigner, and is now at the Komatsu 
Museum in Japan. A Type 75 Chi-Ha 
Japanese light tank is also on display at a 
known resort in Tiaong, Quezon. 

Although informal meetings between 
Filipino and Japanese officials were 
initiated in the early ’50s, there was no 
official bilateral interchange between 
the two countries. Diplomatic relations 
resumed after a war reparations 
agreement was made in 1956. Relations 
were strengthened with the approval 
of the Treaty of Amity, Commerce and 
Navigation in 1960. The outcome was 
the return of Japanese companies and 
investors to the Philippines.

appearance after the war was Isuzu. 
Benguet Auto Line and Luzon Bus 
Line began using Isuzu diesel trucks 
and buses in 1957. The importation of 
units was probably expedited through 
the reparation agreement. Japanese 
wagon-based ambulances (Toyota Grown 
and Datsun 2000) and jeep-based fire 
trucks (Mitsubishi Jeep and Toyota 
Land Cruiser) were also donated to the 
Philippine government in the ’60s. 

By the early ’60s, Japan had become 
active in promoting its vehicles globally. 
Motoring journalists were invited to the 
grand Tokyo Motor Show in 1962. This 
was followed by the establishment of 
Japanese dealerships and assembly plants 
in many countries. Toyota (Grown/Tiara) 
was an early comer here. Daihatsu (Jit- 
ney), Nissan (Cedric), Hino (Gontessa), 
Honda (600), Isuzu (Bellett), Mazda 
(Familia), Mitsubishi (Minica), Subaru 
(R 360 / Samba) and Suzuki (Prince) 
eventually joined the bandwagon. 

At the start of the ’70s, the ground- 
work for the permanence of Japanese 
vehicle shares in the domestic market 
was already established. The energy crisis 
in 1973 and beyond brought forth the 
demand for more small and medium- 
sized Japanese cars. The Toyota Tamaraw 
and the Delta Mini Cruiser were locally 
conceptualized vehicles that became 
utility and military mainstays. Introduced 
by European marques in the ’60s, diesel- 
powered cars returned late in the decade.

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n t’s one of the simplest 

yet cleverest ideas: Raise 
the suspension and add 
body cladding to the 
Legacy wagon so it can 
contend with the growing SUV market 
in the US some 20 years ago. The result 
was the Outback. SUVs weren’t exactly 
up Subaru’s alley then, so it’s fair to 
say it was a quick solution to save the 
carmaker’s ass. And it definitely paid off. 

The Outback caters to a unique 
market — say, in places where the way 
of life is a balance between thriving 
in the great outdoors and chilling in 
the suburbs. Places like the US and 
Australia, which thus explains the 
model’s name. Here, the Outback is 



far from being a mainstream seller. 
Why? For one, we’re not exactly lovers 
of wagons, let alone a wagon crossed 
with an SUV (and an expensive one at 
that). Filipinos would still swing toward 
an SUV, which is why the Forester has 
been selling like hotcakes since its re- 
packaging from a wagon to a sport-ute. 

But there is a uniqueness to the 
Outback apart from its clever concept. 

I like the fact that it has remained con- 
sistent over five generations since 1995. 
It certainly looks more the part now, 
with chunkier roof rails and cladding. 
The only drawback is that the front end 
looks generic. I’m not too keen on this 
‘Tungsten Metallic’ finish, too, although 
the lines really come out with this beige

hue. It actually depends where the 
sunlight is coming from; the paint job 
looks silver-ish at times. 

There’s always that special feeling 
when you step inside a Subie. It just feels 
solid, with padded surfaces all around. 
The seats are supportive and provide the 
best position via power adjustment. The 
sporty steering wheel, the deep gauges, 
and the aluminum pedals, meanwhile, 
work collectively to prompt you to go 
for a drive. Then there’s the customary 
rotary knob operation of the climate- 
control system. While the middle isn’t 
a knob, it still suggests the triple rotary- 
knob design. 

The head unit is easy to operate via 
touchscreen control. With your iPod 
connected, artists, albums and songs 
can be chosen alphabetically and are 
laid out in a functional manner. Perhaps 
there are systems that are as easy, but 
I find Subaru’s particularly intuitive to 
sift through. And cranking it up won’t 
be a problem, thanks to the 12-speaker 
Harman/Kardon audio setup. Overall, 
the Outback has become more luxurious 
over the years. Features such as the 
larger sunroof and the power rear gate 
further deliver that point. 

Under the hood is the familiar 3.6- 
liter powerplant. Around town, it 
returned around 5-5.5km/L. To be fair. 
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traffic was horrendous 
during this borrow. On 
the highway, it yielded a 
respeetable 10.5km/L. Given 
the vehiele’s all-wheel-drive 
layout, heftiness, and 3.6-liter lump, 
it’s hard to expeet higher numbers. 

Driven by the Lineartronie GVT, 
the Outbaek isn’t exaetly quiek off the 
line. Again, it’s down to all that weight 
and the all-wheel drive. Onee the revs 
settle in the right range, however, the 
ear’s mass is quiekly forgotten. The 
transmission is responsive and returns 
better eonsumption eompared to the 
previous model. 

I had this test unit from Wednesday 
to Saturday, whieh meant I wasn’t able 
to use it to its full potential — say, a drive 
somewhere with friends oeeupying the 



rear. The rear seats ean be 
reelined for more eomfort 
on out-of-town trips. Leg 
lipaee has also been improved; 
not that the previous generation 
fell short in this department. Gargo 
eapaeity is likewise more than ample, 
with a flatter floor and various seat 
eonfigurations to haul bulky stuff. This 
is a ear better enjoyed with friends and 
family over the weekend. 

For those who want to get down 
and dirty, you have 213mm of ground 
elearanee, along with X-Mode to help 
you taekle the road less traveled. Too 
bad I wasn’t able to use it this time 
around. During my test period, the 
Outbaek remained on paved roads. Pity. 

I put in the miles around town and 
on a drive with my wife to Nuvali. While

n he most compelling 

reason to buy a Nissan 
Altima is not just 
felt from the driver 
seat — it is the driver 
seat. There’s sueh a feeling of eomfort 
onee you slide into the Altima. It’s as 
if you were settling into an armehair 
for a matinee sereening of Star Wars 
or a ehapter of War And Peace, ra- 
ther than going out to battle trafhe 
one more time. The seeret here is 
Nissan’s NASA-type perehes. They are 
designed to provide a higher measure 
of eomfort versus the usual buekets or 
even sports seats. 

They don’t look very supportive 



or eomfortable, but one minute 
on them is enough to eonvinee us 
of the soundness of the idea. The 
improvement in eomfort is more 
notieeable after a long drive. They’re 
ealled ‘Zero Gravity’ seats beeause the 
most eomfortable position for sitting 
is supposedly the natural posture 
adopted by real astronauts floating 
in spaee (we don’t mean Sandra 
Bulloek doing a zero-G swim in her 
spaee underwear). The spaee-suited 
astronaut is typieally shown with arms 
extended, and legs folded up with the 
knees bent just so. 

The appeal of the Altima doesn’t 
end there.

eommands a healthy amount of 
power, courtesy of Nissan’s famed 
super-smooth 3.5-liter V6 engine. 

This twin-eam mill is silent at idle, 
and only gives a hint of aggression at 
higher revs. The six-eylinder spins 
smoothly to redline, aided by high- 
quality engine eomponents sueh as 
variable exhaust eamshaft timing, 
diamond-like eoating for the piston 
rings, and sodium-fixed valves. These 
are typieally found on sports-ear 
engines, and the Z ears eome to mind. 

The powerplant is mated to an 
Xtronie transmission, Nissan’s brand 
name for its GVT. While GVTs initially 
gained aeeeptanee in subeompaet ears 
with small engines, Nissan was one of 
the first to roll out GVTs in its larger 
automobiles. These transmissions 
promise smooth operation and higher 
fuel effieieney, and both boxes are 
tieked in the Altima. There is of eourse 
no shift shoek. A bigger eoneern is the 
response time of the GVT. 

We are very happy to note that 
the Xtronie system proved to be 
responsive. Downshifts are quiek 
and exeeuted without the infamous 
GVT hesitation. The transmission 
also allows the engine to piek up revs 
quiekly when needed, at both launeh 
from a standstill, or when aeeelerating 







at speed. It still performs trieks that 
only this type of transmission ean 
do, sueh as aeeelerating the ear while 
dropping engine revs. Lower engine 
speed means better fuel efheieney, 
and the CVT no doubt helps the 
Altima to aehieve fuel mileage of 
about 6km/L in eity driving. 

Previous large Nissan sedans 
have been known to be eomfortable 
but less than nimble on a winding 
road. The affinity for eorners has 
gradually been improved, and the 
latest Altima is mueh better than the 
previous generation. The new ear 
uses a multilink rear suspension, with 
the shoek absorber design done by 
ZF Saehs. Dynamie traetion eontrol 



and understeer eontrol via seleetive 
wheel braking help delivery better 
response in tight turns. The steering 
is a hydraulie system that gives a bit 
more road feel, while being 
eleetronieally eontrolled 
so as not to sap the fuel 
eeonomy. In terms of 
handling, the Altima is 
not quite as nimble as 
the Mazda 6 or the Subaru 
Legaey, but it feels nimbler 
than the Camry. 

The Altima is a midsize sedan, 
and this elass of ear, with eonsumers 
reeently preferring erossovers, has 
seen sales dwindling. Still, traveling in 
eomfort is what an exeeutive midsize 
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The steering wheel is pleasant 
to grip. Switches for audio and 
cruise control are on the spokes. 

Trip-computer information is 
via an LCD readout between 
the gauges.

does best, and the Nissan plays this 
role well. 

The driver may get the most 
benefit from the zero-G seats, but the 
front passenger also gets the same 
comfort. The only difference is that 
the passenger seat doesn’t adjust for 
height. This makes ingress and egress 
a bit more difficult. In contrast, the 
driver seat can be adjusted for the 
ideal hip-high level. As for the rear 
accommodation, which is probably 
the most critical seat in this market, 
it provides high levels of comfort, 
too. There’s plenty of space given > 
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the Altima’s long wheelbase. Rear 
passengers get their own air vent 
mounted at the baek of the eenter 
eonsole, but no separate fan or 
temperature eontrols. 

Inside, the Altima follows the 
elassie premium-ear template. This 
means broad surfaees trimmed in 
wood and leather. The leather is a 
eream shade that gives the eabin an 
airier feel, but unfortunately, it would 
show its age faster eompared with 
blaek leather. The wood is a deeently 
dark shade that eontrasts well with 



the light-eolored eowhide. 

The plastie materials are mostly 
the soft-toueh type. Bits of silver-hued 
plastie adorn the eurving spokes of 
the steering wheel. Poking out from 
behind the tiller are paddle shifters 
fixed to the eolumn instead of the 
wheel. They provide a means to de- 
mand more torque, without having 
to shift from the D position. 

The infotainment system is in need 
of an upgrade — something that will no 
doubt be addressed in the upeoming 
faeelift. As it is, the head unit has the

basie FM-AM-CD, USB jaek, and aux 
input. Alas, there is no Bluetooth 
eonneetivity. The display is not a 
touehsereen, either. When you do get 
to eonneet your musie player, the Bose 
speakers dish out a deeent bit of elear, 
robust sound. As for elimate eontrol, 
the famed Nissan air-eonditioning 
built to taekle the most severe heat 
wave is well represented here. It is 
indeed eapable of blasting aretie air to 
all eorners of the eabin. 

Nissans have been looking more 
adventurous lately. The Altima, 
despite its length, does manage to 
look dynamie. The front features 
arrow-shaped headlamps Banking a 
grille that eehoes the shape. There’s 
just the right amount of ehrome on 
the grille, the door handles and the 
window surrounds to be tasteful. The 
rear, often a weak point of sedans, also 
looks attraetive. The taillights follow 
the arrow shape of the headlamps. 

The Altima paeks a powerful 
and buttery smooth engine, loads 
of interior and trunk spaee, and a 
eomfortable ride. It looks good, too. 
What it does laek is that bit of surprise 
and delight that would make us desire 
it.

itsubishi’s all-new 
Strada (aka the Triton 
in other countries) is an 
evolution of the previous 
model. The basic chassis, 
suspension and 4D56 variable-geometry 
turbocharged diesel engine are the 
same, but these have been improved. 
The chassis features bigger and stiffer 
box sections, the suspension has been 
reengineered for better refinement, and 
the mill has been upgraded for more 
torque, from 350Nm to 400Nm. The 
Super Select 4WD II and the INVEGS- 
II five-speed automatic transmission 
react faster. The gearbox, in particular, is 
more responsive to throttle input, lock- 
ing up faster to deliver better accelera- 
tion and fuel efficiency.

Inside, the driving position has got- 
ten vastly better. There’s more space 
in the driver footwell, so if your shoe 
size is bigger than 10, your feet won’t 
snag the underpart of the dashboard 
anymore. The steering column has a 
more direct and natural angle relative to 
your shoulders, making long trips less 
tiring, and sporty driving more exciting. 
Reach and rake adjustment help you find 
your ideal position, too. There’s better 
support from the height-adjustable 
seats particularly on your thighs, and a 
firmer, more supportive seat base. At the 
back, the bed has increased in size; the 
previous model had the smallest bed in 
this class. 

On the road, you can tell that the 
Strada remains better-suited to paved 
surfaces as well as rally-style stages such 
as unpaved dirt roads. Its performance 
on light trails represents another im- 
provement over its predecessor, but as 
the going gets tougher, the chinks in the 
Strada’s armor begin to show. 

The biggest problem here is the lack 
of suspension ‘droop’ or stroke. The 
rebound control lacks damping effort; 
the springs unwind too fast, causing 
harsh suspension motion even at low 
trail speeds over very large bumps. This 
causes instability when you’re tiptoeing 
over rough and unpredictable terrain.

The tires help gain back impressive 
traction, but a large part of off-roading is 
about keeping your tires in contact with 
the surface via good suspension travel 
and axle articulation. The Strada’s rear 
axle also lacks the articulation that its 
rivals possess. Worst of all, the lowest 
point is the rear differential, which 
is separated from the ground by only 
205mm — far lower than the industry’s 
standard of 220mm. 

Wading depth, too, is a somewhat 
modest 500mm. Interestingly, despite 
being the lowest-riding truck here, 
the Strada didn’t scrape its underside 
in places where the Navara did. But 
off-road, it felt the harshest and most 
uncomfortable. 

Back on the tarmac, the Mitsubishi 
pickup flows over poorly surfaced roads. 
Its rally heritage shines, and it’s perhaps 
the easiest to drive fast on winding 
pathways thanks to its good size, well- 
matched powertrain, and quick-ratio 
steering, which helps it deliver the tight- 
est turning radius at an impressive 5.9m 
(everything else has a turning radius of 
over 6m). 

The Strada has improved immensely, 
no doubt. This upgraded version is far 
greater than the sum of all its individual 
parts. But is it good enough to battle its 
Japanese rivals? 
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Nissan NP300 Navara 

arlier this year, when 
Nissan launched the 
all-new NP300 Navara, 
Nissan Philippines 
president Toti Zara 
was famously quoted as saying, “Let 
the pickup wars begin.” While it might 
sound nothing more like PR lip service 
for the papers and glossy magazines, 
nothing could be truer than this. 

The Navara is the dark horse, the un- 
known quantity in this test. It amazed 
the motoring media during its dynamic 
launch in Ilocos earlier this year, but a 
proper shakedown in the wild would be 
more telling. It definitely has the best 
ride and comfort on the road without a 
doubt, thanks to its independent coil- 
sprung rear suspension. 

The driving position here is the 
most car-like, and the rear occupants 
get impressive room and comfort as 
well. Outside, the truck bed is huge, 
and despite riding on independently 
sprung rear suspension, the Navara gives 
up nothing in terms of cargo capacity 
and towing ability versus its live-axle- 
equipped rivals. And the design hides 
the immense proportions very well; 
the truck doesn’t look and feel big and 
unwieldy, unlike some of the others in

the segment. Gome closer, though, and 
you realize how massive the Navara is. 

On paved surfaces, it’s the fastest 
of our three contenders. The steering 
isn’t as quick as the Mitsubishi’s, but it’s 
equally light in effort. Nissan’s YD25 
DDTi powerplant produces an eye- 
popping 187hp and 450Nm, delivered 
through the fast-shifting seven-speed 
automatic transmission. Floor the 
Navara and the Strada, and both pick- 
ups are well into illegal speeds before 
you know it. Off the road, however, the 
jury is split on this one. 

The Navara is blessed with out- 
standing axle articulation over the 
rough stuff. The suspension also has 
impressive ‘droop’ offering more than 
sufficient stroke, and rebound control 
is excellent, giving you better grip and 
stability even over medium trails, where 
most OEM setups begin to suffer due to 
lack of ride height, suspension travel and 
off-road grip. With bigger, taller tires, 
off-road prowess will improve further. 

But the fly in the ointment is the 
ground clearance. At only 228mm, it’s 
far lower compared with the Hilux’s 
279mm. That’s a difference of almost 
two inches, and on the trails, that’s night 
and day. Fording depth is also modest at 
only 550mm versus the Hilux’s 700mm. 
Again, another huge difference. 



Despite clearing all the obstacles 
on our off-road trail, the Navara kept 
scraping its underside and step boards 
on sections that the Strada and Hilux 
simply breezed through. Fans and 
pundits will say a simple two-inch lift 
kit will solve that problem, but if you 
lift the Strada and the Hilux by the same 
margin, the Navara will still fall short in 
ground clearance and suspension travel. 

Yes, the Navara is really, really good. 

It has almost everything it needs to be 
crowned as the king of the hill. But its 
lack of ground clearance is a serious 
concern. On the tarmac or on light trails, 
the Nissan truck is unbeatable as it is. 

If you plan to do serious off-road work, 
lift the Navara by a couple or so inches 
and upgrade to 33- or 34-inch tires, and 
you’ll get all the ground clearance you 
need at a reasonable cost. >

car-dom. 

The Hilux also features a new series 
of engines (the 2.4-liter 2GD-FTV and 
the 2.8-liter IGD-FTV four-cylinder 
diesels) as well as a fresh range of 
transmissions (six-speed auto and 
manual). The chassis box sections 
are 20mm bigger than those of the 
preceding model. Instantly, you can feel 
how stiff, solid and rigid this chassis 
is; the Hilux simply laughs at bumps. 



ruts and surface imperfections before 
proceeding to demolish all obstacles. 

It’s pretty hardcore even in stock trim, 
and offers the best ground clearance 
(279mm) and fording depth (700mm). 

Unfortunately, it’s also the stiffest, 
hardest and firmest-riding truck in 
this group. Our test unit was brand- 
spanking new with less than 300km on 
the odo, but driving to our location left 
me really tired, and all my love handles 
felt really sore after jiggling like jelly 
all the way from Ortigas to Tanay. The 
Toyota handles well on the road; the 
added chassis stiffness means that 
despite running somewhat aggressive 
Dunlop A/T tires, this pickup corners 
confidently through the winding roads 
of Marcos Highway. It’s pretty quiet 
inside, too, which shows the massive 
engineering that went into making the 
cabin as quiet and refined as possible. 

Off-road, the Hilux is the absolute 
king. It easily cleared all the challenges, 
and the torquey engine was very respon- 
sive at low revs, allowing the truck to 
take its time, find traction and stability, 
then power out of the obstacles we 
encountered on the way. It didn’t touch 
or scrape its underbelly, and the super- 
stiff platform paid dividends as we sped 
through dirt- and rock-covered surfaces. 

Inside, driving position is also far

more car-like than its predecessor’s, 
but steering effort is the heaviest in 
the group. The long snout takes some 
getting used to, especially when you’re 
nosing into tight parking spaces. I al- 
most slammed into my carport’s 
cabinetry the first time! There’s a 
new three-spoke steering wheel, an 
Optitron-style instrument cluster 
(like in early-model Lexus vehicles), 
and splashes of sliver plastic inlay on 
an equally stylish dashboard. The Hilux 
sets the tone for sophisticated pickup 
design. There’s also a nicely integrated 
multimedia system with steering-wheel 
controls to help make your driving 
experience more convenient. 

Unfortunately, the Hilux is expensive 
considering the Strada and the Navara 
come with bedliners as standard, on 
top of HID headlamps, LED daytime 
running lights, push-start ignition, and 
smart keys. These options are available 
in places like Thailand and Australia, but 
locally, Toyota opted to withhold these 
features to help bring down the cost of 
its offering, which is currently the most 
expensive truck on the market. 

Foibles aside, however, Toyota has 
come up with a real winner in the all- 
new Hilux. It lives up to the hype, and is 
the best off-road pickup straight out of 
the box. 
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The quick-ratio steering makes 
the Strada fun to drive on tarmac, 
but a tad sensitive for off-roading. 

Flick the INVECS-II transmission 
into manual mode and relive your 
childhood Dakar Rally dreams! 

Those with big feet won’t be 
snagging their trotters on the 
underside of the dashboard. 

This revised AVT head unit has 
a fussy main menu, but the 
graphics are easier to follow. 

The dash architecture is cleaner 
with classy-looking buttons for 
the climate-control system. 
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The tiller is lifted from other 
Nissan models, emphasizing the 
Navara’s car-like attributes. 

Arguably the most comfortable in 
this segment, with oodles of 
support for your legs and thighs. 

Features like ABS and EBD are 
standard, but there are only two 
airbags in the cabin. 

The multimedia unit features an 
effective five-inch screen. 

No GPS navigation, though. 

Relish the moment and enjoy 
slamming through seven forward 
gears. 
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This reach- and rake-adjustable 
tiller is truck-like compared with 
those of the Strada and Navara. 

The instrument cluster is cool 
and sophisticated, especially 
when it lights up on startup. 

Seven airbags in this variant 
represent a big advantage over 
the other contenders. 

Toyota has thankfully removed 
the beige/mocha dashboard 
theme in favor of black. 

In 4x4 spec, the Hilux comes 
with a rear locking diff and A- 
TRAC advanced traction control.

Verdict 




he pickup class has 
grown immensely, and 
its offerings are now 
seen as status symbols 
representing one’s 
life choices. Even those who aren’t 
traditionally truck buyers have swarmed 
to this segment. 

The Mitsubishi Strada has always 
been the best value-for-money pickup. 
Excellent engines and aftermarket 
support mean its always going to be 
a favorite. It lacks absolute off-road 



performance versus the Hilux and the 
Navara, but most people won’t be out 
to conquer intense, heavy-duty trails in 
brand-new trucks, anyway. Hopefully, 
the Strada gets upgraded with all the 
goodies found on its SUV kin, the soon- 
to-be-launched Montero Sport. Better 
looking front-end, better suspension, 
improved NVH isolation, an eight-speed 
automatic? The list goes on. 

The Nissan NP300 Navara could have 
been the winner here. It has a superb 
powertrain, amazing refinement and 
ride comfort, and an extensive list of 
standard equipment, plus a huge truck 
bed to boot. But its lack of ground clear- 
ance compromises its capability for 
off-road use. As a lifestyle vehicle and 
highway workhorse, however, it’s the 
smartest choice. 

Finally, we have the Hilux. It’s expen- 
sive, is firm enough to get my fats sore 
on a long drive, and lacks many simple 
features of the Navara and the Strada. 
That said, it feels solid, substantial, and 
truly well-engineered inside and out. 
The A-TRAG system and the locking rear 
differential really help cement its status 
as a hardcore off-road vehicle. Despite 
a strong showing from the other two 
contenders, the Hilux barely squeezes 
through to take the win. E 
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s an enthusiast, eco 
nut, and all-around 
incorrigible idiot, I 
take pride in extracting 
insane km/L metrics 
from every test drive, just to annoy my 
friends. Not the ‘realistic’ numbers I 
report here, no. We’re talking coasting- 
without-A/G 30km/L runs. With the 
Gamry, however, not only did I not 
attempt this, I could barely even 
maintain my regular SOkph cruising 
speed. The speedometer needle sweeps 
up into triple-digit territory at the 
slightest twitch of the accelerator. And 
yet the big Toyota is as comfortable as 
a leather easy chair. 

The exterior, best described 
as modern minimalist, 
gives no clues as to what 
lurks under that silver 
skin. While there’s the

typically overwrought Toyota front 
end, complete with fake air vents, the 
designers took few risks with the body. 
Those uncluttered, uncontroversial 
lines remain unchanged. 

Inside, occupants are pampered in 
the expansive rear seat, with its separate 
A/G, multiple sunshades, power-re- 
clining backrests, and controls for all 
of this built into the center armrest. 

You know a car is designed for Japanese 
businessmen when ashtrays outnumber 
USB ports three-to-one, recalling a 
time when it was socially acceptable to 
choke to death on nicotine fumes in the 
comfort of your own car. 

Not that the pilot’s seat is any less 
comfortable. This is a car you 
drive on your elbows, lounging 
deep in that 10-way power 
seat, behind the power- 
cidjustable woodgrain-and- 
leather tiller, arms lazily 
splayed across the padded 
door and console armrests, with 
just the barest twitches needed to 
steer or shift. A very pleasant way to do 
1,000km in one sitting. 

You could theoretically do that on 
a single 64L tank of gas, averaging 14- 
16km/L at SOkph. But most drivers will 
get lOkm/L, while doing 20kph over the 
posted highway limit. 
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THIRST METER 



The transmission eases into each 
gear quickly but undramatically. The 
long-geared steering is ultra-light and 
rather numb. And while the suspension 
is surprisingly composed, workaday 
Yokohama dB tires on smallish 17-inch 
wheels don’t provide all that much 
lateral traction. They are, admittedly, 
very quiet, as befits a mobile cigar 
lounge like this. 

Not that you should be smoking in 
the Gamry...or anywhere else, for that 
matter. But for the pampered yakuza 
boss, hurrying to his next meeting 
without the appearance of being 
hurried, there is no car better suited for 
the job. <2

ve put my grubby grease- 
stained paws on every 
SUV that’s available in the 
Philippine market, and they 
have all seen some sort of 
abuse under my watch — all

Fve loaded them to capacity for 
round-trip journeys from Manila to Baguio and be- 
yond to see how powerful and efficient their engines 
are under strain, and too see how well their suspen- 
sions can cope with the added weight.

But what makes this gig difficult is how all of these 
SUVs are excellent. Fm not just being diplomatic 
here. The last time I drove a ‘terrible’ car was ages 
ago. And if you must ask, it was China-made. But 
nowadays, Japanese cars have reached such a high 
level of quality that choosing one over all of the rest

is pretty tough. It all comes down to the personal 
preference of the buyer, his loyalty to the brand, and 
trust in its after-sales service and resale value. 

What separate these SUVs from each other are 
niggles. One has a slightly more comfortable ride 
over the others. One feels more premium than the 
rest. One might be lacking in horsepower and torque, 
but offers a very good value-for-money proposition 
over the competition. One has the most powerful 
motor, but has a jarring ride. But they all have one 
thing in common: They all behave like ladder-frame 
SUVs. The manufacturer can dial in some comfort or 
add more horsepower, but an SUV will always behave 
like an SUV. You have to manhandle the heavy- 
ish steering and be mindful of the balance lest you 
induce some scary body roll. And you will always be 
aware of the mass. 

However, when you are talking about sales, the 
buying public has spoken. The Mitsubishi Montero 
Sport has risen above the rest. To maintain this ►

REVISED SUSPENSION 
GEOMETRY 

The improvement in ride qi 
and response is just drama! 
Perfect? Probably not, but 
hard to get any closer than 
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lead in this highly competitive segment, Mitsubishi 
can’t just offer more of the same. Throwing in a few 
expensive creature comforts and safety features here 
and there isn’t going to cut it anymore. There has to 
be an evolution. And that is why Toyota, Ford, Isuzu 
and Chevrolet should be very worried. The all-new 
Montero Sport drives nothing like any ladder-frame 
SUV we have ever, um, abused. 

So here we are on an open field in Tarlac. The 

earth is plowed, and I’m not talking plowed by a cara- 
bao. The almost knee-deep furrows were made by a 
tractor. No joke. I’m worried about bashing the front 
splash guard against the dirt, but the photographer 
and the videographer insist I do some high-speed 
passes to kick some dust in the air and hopefully get 
some wheel-articulation action going. I’m worried 
to do it at first, but Arlan Reyes of Mitsubishi Motors 
Philippines, our chaperone, doesn’t seem to mind. 
He tells us that Japanese rally driver and multiple 
Dakar Rally winner Hiroshi Masuoka has put the 
Montero Sport through worse flogging during its 
recent press preview in Japan. 

I have given up my illusions of being a rally driver, 
so I take it easy, or I’ll risk rolling the pre-production 
prototype. But one thing is clear: We couldn’t have 
chosen a better place to do this cover shoot because I 
immediately experience the all-new Montero Sport’s 
character. Despite the deep trenches and rocks, it 
feels like I am floating above the ground, cushioned 
from the surface imperfections but still in full con- 
trol. And as I do more driving, I become more aware 
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of the feeling of ‘lightness’. What’s going on? Under 
the skin of the Montero Sport — a lot. 

The revised suspension geometry and chassis 
damping technology have an almost magical effect. 
The difference between the previous-generation 
model and the all-new one is like night and day. We 
hear the advertising and hype all of the time, but I can 
say without hyperbole that what I’m experiencing 
firsthand is car-like behavior despite the challenging 
terrain underneath. And again, I can’t help but feel 
the responsiveness of the suspension. Plus, the steer- 
ing is much lighter now. It’s not EPS, but that’s okay. 
Hydraulically assisted steering still offers better 
feedback and feel. I’m not so much into the macho- 
trucker trip. I like a car that makes driving easy. And 
living with the Montero Sport is easy. It’s almost like 
floating on a cloud. Effortless. 

It isn’t all about the suspension. It’s the sum 

of how all of the components work together. At idle, 
there is barely any vibration and noise from the 
engine, and prodding the gas pedal prompts a steady 
‘whoosh’. Even from outside, all you get is a mild 
hum. You will be fooled into thinking that there is 
a gasoline-powered motor under the hood. Inside? 
Virtually no engine noise permeates the cabin. Crazy. 
This isn’t all because of improved NVH. The Monte- 
ro Sport has an all-new powerplant — a GRDi MIVEC 
diesel. It’s Euro 4-compliant as well, and ready for 
the mandated rollout of the fuel in 2016. 

Arlan tells us that this is the first diesel engine in 
the world that uses variable-valve-timing technology.

Just like the gasoline-powered eounterparts, it has 
three sets of cam-lobe profiles: low-lift, medium-lift 
and high-lift profiles. These are switched over based 
on the rpm range and via sliding rocker arms. The 
new motor also has smaller displacement but devel- 
ops more power than the previous one. Horsepower 
is slightly up, 179hp from 176hp, but torque is now 
430Nm from 400Nm. These are impressive figures 
coming from a mere 2.4-liter displacement. How is 
that possible? Because it runs a lower compression 
ratio, the boost pressure of the turbo can be raised. 

Another groundbreaking development is the 
eight-speed automatic transmission with a manual 
sports mode. On the 4x4 variants, 4WD can be se- 
lected with a twist of a knob, and then you can choose 
which off-road mode will work best for the condi- 
tions. Choose from gravel, mud, snow, sand or rock 
mode. Rock lets you crawl in low-range. Hill-descent 
control is available, too. For added safety, stability 
control and traction control come standard. And so 
are blind-spot warning system, hill-start assist, and 
seven airbags. Other improvements over the previ- 
ous generation include bigger brake rotors held by 
twin-piston brake calipers. 

We still believe that claims of “sudden unintended 
acceleration” are hogwash, but whether the release 
of this feature is related or not, Mitsubishi will be 
rolling out the Front Collision Mitigation system 
similar to Volvo’s City Safety system, which will stop 
the car automatically if it detects a frontal collision. 
This won’t be available at the time of the launch in 
January, though, but it will be. 



On the road, the all-new Montero Sport looks like 

something that came from the future. The look is 
polarizing in photos, but trust us, when you see this 
thing in person you will be impressed. Even the 
massive taillamps do well to hold the exterior design 
together. Don’t agree with me? Go rant on an Inter- 
net forum somewhere, but I love these taillights. And 
then there is the kick-ass interior. Again, it is a huge 
leap forward. It feels very much like it belongs in the 
luxury-SUV class. Think Pajero. 

On the highway, this SUV is smooth as silk, with 
rapid response from the engine and the transmis- 
sion. There’s no perceptible shift lag or drag. And 
again, there’s that feeling of lightness that impresses 
me so much. And the cockpit is so serene. This is 
road behavior that belongs in a higher (and obviously 
more expensive) class. 

As of press time, Mitsubishi is tight-lipped about 
the final price, which is understandable. The launch 
is still more than a month away as we put the finish- 
ing touches to this issue. Arlan tells us that the price 
will be a little higher because of the added features. 
“We have four variants,” he says. “The GLS 4x2 with 
eight-speed automatic; the GLS 4x2 Premium with 
eight-speed automatic; the GLS 4x4 with six-speed 
manual; and the top-of-the-line GT 4x4 with eight- 
speed automatic and with sports mode thrown in 
with the off-road goodies.” 

Looks like the new Montero Sport package is a 
tough one to beat. What we can’t wait to see are the 
offerings of the other brands to rival this beast. It’s a 
great time to be in the market for a new SUV. C

nly the Japanese could have created 
something like this. The country’s 
unique clash of high technology 
and traditional oriental culture has 
gifted the world with such cultural 
touchstones as mushroom-addicted 
plumbers, toilet-bowl ramen bars, 
chocolate-coated potato chips, and 
monosyllabic pocket-monsters. 

A crazy fusion of the traditional and the bizarre influences 
Japanese automotive culture as well, gifting us with oddities 
like bosozoku cars and dekotora trucks rife with wild pipes, 
outrageous body modifications, and neon lights. This fearless 
approach to style infuses factory-built Japanese cars, too. How 
else would you explain the Mitsuoka Orochi? 

Nissan is not a name you would normally associate with all 
this weirdness. This is a brand that takes few chances. A brand 
that followed up the awesome ’92 Sentra with a plain-jane 
white-bread sedan that soldiered on for a dog’s age before 
finally being euthanized to give way to the Sylphy. A brand 
whose most out-of-the-box car, the Cube, is basically...a box. 

But it does have its wild side. 

In 2009, recognizing an open niche and a market opportu- 
nity, Nissan let its design team loose to pen a next-generation 
compact crossover. The only requirement? It had to look like 
nothing else on the road. 

Led by Seiji Watanabe, the man behind the quirky Cube and 
the brutalistic GT-R, the design team subsisted for weeks on 
a diet of sake and psychotropic mushrooms, with indoctrina- 
tion videos flashing buzz words like “robionic” over and over 
in the break room (hey, it could be true) . Whatever actually 
happened during the design process, the end result is the 
incredibly odd yet incredibly lovable Juke. 



I’m walking around the car, taking pictures I don’t need, 

just for the hell of it. I briefly consider alternative titles for this 
article, before a simple Google search reveals that nearly every 
publication on the planet has used “The Juke Is No Joke.” 

Yeah, motoring writers are such an original bunch. 

Toke’ is an awfully mean way to describe the car, but the 
shock of seeing it in the flesh often does elicit a four-letter- 
word response. To say the looks are an acquired taste is flat- 
out wrong. It’s like wasabi-flavored ice cream. You either get it 
or you don’t. The stacked, multi-tiered front lights. The grille 
that sits perfectly in the wrong place. That peak in the roofline, 
where the only two straight lines on the body meet, sitting at 
just the right angle to irritate obsessive-compulsive architects 
with spirit levels. Everything here will challenge your under- 
standing of aesthetics and design. It’s like the Lady Gaga of 
automobiles. Except the Juke came first. 

Taken as a whole, it’s a mishmash of Z-car, rally fighter, and 
jungle cat, incorporating all the necessary Nissan design >

cues (such as the grille and the taillights) without looking any- 
thing like any other Nissan. The muscular Coke-bottle bulge 
along the flank is a nice touch, and the ‘sump guard’ lower 
front grille is pretty racy as well. The only part that disappoints 
is that Nissan didn’t integrate the hidden rear door handles 
into the ‘cheater panels’ extending the rear window line into 
the dogleg kink in the D-pillar. 

The weirdness flows into the interior, as you might expect. 
Pull the bottle-opener door handle closed, and you’re sur- 
rounded by a cornucopia of circular design elements. The in- 
strument binnacle, with its separate cowling, looks straight off 
a motorbike. The glossy, painted center console spanning the 
length of the cabin reinforces this impression, being designed 
specifically to resemble a superbike tank. The climate-control 
console and screen double as a driving-mode console. Switch- 
ing between modes changes the backlit text on the buttons. 
Nice touch, that. 

The slanting roofline and short wheelbase make for a small 
backseat, but there’s good head-, leg- and elbow room up 
front. The leather-wrapped steering wheel, disappointingly, 
doesn’t have dual keypads, but it still looks and feels a bit like 
an old-school Xbox controller. A lack of telescopic adjust- 
ment means you have to fiddle a bit before finding a good 
driving position, but once you’re dialed in, the firm, extremely 
well-bolstered seat holds you in place. A couple of prods of the 
drilled alloy pedal and we’re off! 

The experience is overwhelming and underwhelming at the 
same time. Overwhelming in that the Juke is such an assault 
on your senses and sensibilities. Underwhelming in that it 
doesn’t actually fly 3ft into the air over every hump, or hang 
tail around every corner. Beyond that, I don’t have much space 
or time to enjoy it. While I did get to drive it out to Thunder-

bird Resort for this photo shoot, it’s difficult to call slogging 
down the narrow barrio roads of Antipolo, mired in crawling 
tricycle traffic, enjoyable. 

I do get a go around the deserted roads behind the resort — 
climbing, dipping, winding stretches of concrete, sprinkled 
with a number of sharp, blind corners to spice things up. With 
a 114hp 1.6-liter engine powering the front wheels, the 1.3-ton 
Juke isn’t the friskiest small and tall car around. The continu- 



ously variable transmission, as is typical of such gearboxes, 
slurs off the line gently, but once you get up and going, there’s 
more than enough power to, uh, get going. 

True to the promise of those sporty looks, the Juke weaves 
(jukes?) between lanes with some gusto. Direct steering, a 
stiff suspension, and beefy antiroll bars help keep it flat and 
composed through switehbacks at speed, despite the humble 
torsion-beam rear axle. Think supermini rather than cross- 
over, and you’re close. Granted, it’s a very heavy supermini.

mad adrenaline rush in the form of a turboeharged 1.6-liter 
mill later on. Or whether we will get the madder 215hp Nismo 
variant. Then again, we weren’t even sure the Juke would make 
it here at all. This is a ear that would have never been imported 
under the previous management (although Universal Motors 
Corporation kept toying with the idea). It just doesn’t appeal 
to the oetogenarian eustomer base that the old Gefiro and 
Exalta eatered to. 

But the rejuvenated Nissan Philippines is a different eom- 
pany altogether, with a foeus on expanding its eustomer base. 
As sueh, with the Juke’s mid-model refresh, and with support 
from the global headquarters, the eompany is finally bringing 
the peeuliar erossover to our market. 

There’s this one erueial pieee of information for now: The 
front-wheel-drive, GVT-equipped variant available at launeh 
is being sold for P980,000. With a baeking-up eamera, eruise 
eontrol, LED lighting inside and out, twin informaties sereens, 
and that oh-so-funky vibe, it’s eertainly well-equipped for the 
priee, well-matehed to the top-of-the-line Ford EeoSport, and 
undereuttingthe Chevrolet Trax and the Honda HR-V in the 
features/priee equation. 

As to how it eompares with the upeoming Mazda GX-3 and 
the rumored Hyundai ix25/Greta, only time will tell. But at 
least Nissan is no longer last to the party, no longer afraid to 
take baby steps outside its eomfort zone. No, this new Nissan 
is brash, assertive and raring to go. One might even say that, 
with the Juke, Nissan is the party. S

THEME IS THE MESSAGE 

The overall theme of the 44th Tokyo Motor Show was “Your 
Heart Will Race.” According to the organizer, Japan Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers Association, this theme was based on 
technology and fantasy, and that “it expresses our aspiration 
to provide a venue that delivers exhilarating experiences to 
visitors as they discover the latest (car) technologies.” 

Honda’s message at the show was still its long-running 
slogan: “The Power of Dreams.” With fantastic sports cars, a 
visionary fuel-cell vehicle, and a handful of desirable kei mod- 
els, the carmaker certainly gave us something to dream about. 
And with the NSX and the Civic Type R taking center stage, 
this year was definitely a return to sporting form for Honda. 

Mazda talked about dreams, too, using the theme “Acceler- 
ate Toward Our Dreams.” The company underscored its dedi- 
cation to the rotary engine and its intent to create automobiles 
that offer a delightful driving experience. 

Mitsubishi’s theme, meanwhile, was “Driving Beyond: 
Another Step Forward with SUV and Electric Power.” It was a 
pretty straightforward statement of the brand’s general prod- 
uct direction and future. 

Unlike other brands whose themes were explicitly con- 
veyed to the public and to the media, Nissan had no official 
theme. It was clear, however, that the carmaker’s thrust was 
geared toward futuristic innovations in the form of electric 
vehicles and autonomous drive. 

Toyota likewise didn’t have a theme. What it had instead 
was a keyword: “Wow.” Its exhibit, in other words, tried to 
answer this question: What gets people’s pulse racing?

Honda’s massive display area and generous spacing made its 
showcase easy to navigate. The theme was printed in large 
letters up front, but beyond that, there was minimal and un- 
derstated stage design. Honda rightfully aimed the spotlight at 
its cars, and gave show visitors room to absorb the new metal. 

The superstar of Mazda’s booth — the RX-Vision — literally 
took center stage, its red paint job standing out against a black 
backdrop branded with the Mazda logo, name and ‘Zoom- 
Zoom’ slogan. A massive spotlight emphasized the car’s Kodo 
lines, and the rotating stage gave visitors a good 360-degree 
look at the rotary-powered concept. The black floors and walls 
made the rest of the Mazda vehicles pop out. 

Mitsubishi believes compact crossovers are the vehicles 
of the future, so the highlight of its booth was fittingly the eX 
Concept. Among the Japanese brands, Mitsubishi’s corner was 
the leanest one, with only a handful of vehicles on display. 

The Nissan booth captured visitors’ attention 
through its masterful use of space, complemented 
by a proper layout of display vehicles. Obstruc- 
tions were kept to a minimum to ensure that the 
cars could be seen even from afar. A simple stage, 
marked by a dramatically lit red fixture overhead, 
was located in the middle of the space. On the far 
end was an elegant press lounge that would rival 
those of car showrooms. 

Hovering above Toyota’s expansive booth was 
an inverted triangle with the carmaker’s name 
and logo, seemingly serving as a pointer that di-

rected show visitors to drop by the corner. And once they did, 
they saw cars neatly arranged according to purpose. The main 
ones shared the center stage, while a special chamber housed 
a new fuel-cell concept vehicle that had its world premiere 
at the show. And then the more regular cars were scattered 
around in support of their more eye-catching brethren. 

Overall, the display booths at the motor show had a mini- 
malist elegance to them. Even the so-called booth babes wore 
tasteful attire; gone was the skimpy, body-hugging outfit of the 
past. Which meant visitors could focus more on the real stars 
of the show — the cars, of course. 

Our one complaint is that the Tokyo Motor Show venue had 
two main parts that were a bit of a walk from each other. >■

THE CARS ARE THE STARS 

With their raised stature above everything else at the booth, 
the NSX, the Civic Type R and the Clarity Fuel Cell were obvi- 
ously the highlights of Honda’s display. The NSX is the return 
of the legendary supercar that was personally tuned by For- 
mula 1 legend Ayrton Senna. It is resurrected with a 3.5-liter 
twin-turbo V6 hybrid, and a body again made out of aluminum. 

If there’s any car that can rival the NSX in popularity (and 
not just within Honda’s stable), it’s the everyman’s sports 
car — the Civic Type R. Built in the UK, the newest wet dream 
for gearheads is a magical creation boasting a gigantic wing, 
aggressive bodykit, massive brake discs, and the iconic red- 
and-white color scheme. We definitely know what Honda fans 
will be copying in the next car shows. 

The Clarity Fuel Cell is Honda’s hydrogen vehicle, and a 
competitor to the Toyota Mirai introduced last year. It will get 
fuel from hydrogen fueling stations being built in Tokyo, but it 
will only be available for lease to government institutions for 
the first year. After that, individuals may apply for their own 
lease. The Clarity is clearly Honda’s way of saying that it is bet- 
ting on hydrogen for the future. 

But personally, we wanted to take home the S660 kei car. As 
the name suggests, powering it is a 660cc in-line three-cylin- 
der engine that, even with turbocharging, only develops 63hp. 
But the car weighs only 830kg so this should be fun. 

The RX-Vision, meanwhile, was the most prominent car 
display at the Mazda booth, but few details were revealed 
about it. The two-seater, front-engined, rear-wheel-drive 
sports car will be powered by Mazda’s next-generation

Skyactiv-R rotary engine. Aside from this, only the car’s vital 
statistics were announced: 4,389mm long, 1,925mm wide, 
1,160mm tall, 2,700mm wheelbase, and 245/40 R20 (front) 
and 285/35 R20 (rear) tires. 

In addition, 13 other vehicles were show- 
cased by Mazda, including the first commercially 
available rotary engine-powered car, the Cosmo 
Sport (aka llOS). The Koeru Concept, which 
could be the next CX-9, and the CX-3, 
which is on its way to our market pretty 
soon, were also on the show floor. 

The PWD-friendly Flair Wagon 
available on the Japanese market 
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likewise made it to the show, along with the 6 (called Atenza 
in Japan), the 3 (Axela), the 2 (Demio) and the GX-5. Mazda 
made the most of the MX-5 roadster by flaunting no fewer 
than four units. 

Over at Mitsubishi, the eX Concept’s Dynamic Shield 
front fascia projects an image of safety and stability not just in 
relation to the vehicle, but also to the future of the carmaker’s 
design, technology and performance. With the prominent 
use of PHEV technology in this concept, Mitsubishi shows its 
willingness to invest funds and R&D resources so that such 
systems become affordable enough for mainstream consump- 
tion in the near future. 

The Outlander PHEV Baja Portalegre 500 retains most of 
the standard car’s interior parts, but it has been modified for 
serious motorsport work with Tein long-stroke suspension, 
Recaro bucket seats. Work wheels, and Endless brakes. The 
2.0-liter 4B1 1 engine has slightly more power and a slightly 
higher redline. Here, it is essentially a generator to create elec- 
trical charge for the hybrid drive system, which utilizes two 
electric motors — one each for the front and rear axles. Les- 
sons learned from the Lancer Evolution X’s Super All-Wheel 
Control are applied to give the electrically powered Outlander 
amazing traction and stability on loose surfaces. 

Three Nissan concept cars made their debut at the Tokyo 
Motor Show: the IDS, the Teatro for Dayz and the Gripz. 

The IDS demonstrates the carmaker’s future direction 
through its Piloted Drive mode. It also promotes the use of ar- 
tificial intelligence to enable the vehicle to understand traffic 
rules and road signs, and to communicate with other cars. 

The tech-sawy Teatro for Dayz also underscores the >■

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vision of the brand to offer not just transportation, but also a 
means to connect with others. Its interior design is kept to a 
minimum so that the surfaces could be used as a blank canvas 
for games, video and social media. 

The Gripz concept, meanwhile, illustrates how a sports- 
car-like appearance maybe fused with rugged features. It’s an 
off-road vehicle that represents Nissan’s rally heritage. 

But even after the unveiling of these three concept cars, 
there were more to see in Nissan’s corner. Also present were 
the Leaf electric hatchback and the e-NV200 EV for commer- 
cial use. The fierce Nissan Concept 2020 Vision Gran Tur- 
ismo, inspired by the popular video game, was on display, too. 

A bright-yellow Juke, flanked by a hybrid X-Trail, was also 
in attendance. And who could resist taking a look at the Nismo 
offerings? The all-white, all-Nismo trio of the Fairlady Z, the 
Note and the GT-R were a sight to see. 

Toyota’s exhibit was headlined by five very diverse cars. 
First was the fourth-generation Prius, the brand’s globally fa- 
mous hybrid car that is on the way to the Philippine market as 
you read this. This eco-friendly model had consistently been 
lampooned through three generations because of its toad-like 
appearance. Toyota addressed that by making the all-new 
version sportier and sleeker, as evidenced by these 
changes in dimensions: 60mm longer, 15mm 
wider and 20mm lower. This 
model is also said to have a 
fuel efficiency of 40kmL, 
easily beating its third-gen 
predecessor, which man- 
aged 32.6km/L.

Next on the list was the winsome S-FR concept, one of 
two new sports cars planned by Toyota after the 86. If this 
car looks like a caricature, it’s because it took design cues 
from the Sports 800 from the ’60s. The acronym stands for 
“small, front-engine and rear-drive” — an excellent recipe 
for fun drivability. Measuring 3,990mm long, 1,695mm wide 
and 1,320mm tall, the S-FR is more compact than the 86 and 
is about the size of the Mazda MX-5, which Toyota looks to 
undermine with a new diminutive sports car. 

Then there was a gorgeous, low-slung concept crossover 
called G-HR. It is a showcase of the Toyota New Global 
Architecture platform, which is described as “an innovative, 
integrated vehicle development approach for powertrain 
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components and platforms being introduced on new Toyota 
models from this year forward.” 

Thanks to its name, it’s easy to tell that the extremely 
futuristic-looking FGV Plus is a fuel-cell vehicle. As sueh, 
it is powered by hydrogen, which, as Toyota points out, has 
a higher energy density than electricity. Displayed inside a 
separate section at the carmaker’s booth, the car can double as 
an electricity source for communal use. 

Finally, there was the oddly named Kikai, which doesn’t 
seem to mean anything even in the Japanese language (it 
does mean something in Filipino). And if you think the name 
sounds strange, the car’s design looks even more so. The Kikai 
had a metallic-finished exterior that afforded observers a peek 
into its internal components. The appearance seemed a little 
off at first, but those who stared at it long enough just had to 
appreciate the car’s robotic originality. 

In sum, the cars of the 44th Tokyo Motor Show mostly 
focused on two things: alternative propulsion (particularly 
hydrogen and electricity) and autonomous driving. Which 
should give us a rough idea as to the kind of vehicles we could 
be driving in the next decade. Several of our hosts stated 
that they expected to make these technologies accessible to 
consumers in five years’ time, so the car of tomorrow is nearly 
upon us. The Japanese automakers used the show to get a feel 
for the public pulse: Are we ready to shift from gasoline to 
hydrogen, and are we open to riding driverless cars? 

These are questions each of us can’t simply answer with a 
yes or a no. And so the education and the marketing shall con- 
tinue. When most have softened up to these new concepts, ex- 
pect autonomous, hydrogen cars to hit global showrooms. >

TECHNOLOGY FOR GEEKS 



Clearly, a lot of Honda’s engineering know-how ean be seen in 
the Clarity Fuel Cell. The Japanese are quite proud that they 
were able to shrink the powertrain and fit it under the hood, 
and still increase power at the same time. With a range of 
700km, this vehicle is much closer to mass-production reality 
than ever before. 

On the NSX and the Civic Type R, you can see the brilliance 
of Honda’s engine-building capability. The former has a three- 
motor hybrid design combined with Super Handling All-Wheel 
Drive, while the latter has the latest in VTEC power. 

Mazda’s Skyactiv technology, first introduced in 2012, is 
expected to solve the rotary engine’s woes of bad fuel economy 
and emissions. Skyactiv tech results in improved engine and 
transmission efficiency, aerodynamics, and vehicle weight. 

Although not a firm believer of driverless cars, Mazda 
nevertheless develops driver-assistance technologies. Avail- 
able on most of the cars on display, the suit of safety features 
is called i-Activsense and includes blind-spot monitoring, 
rear-vehicle monitoring, adaptive front lighting, high-beam 
control, and lane-departure warning. 

Combined with S-AWC, Mitsubishi’s independent front 
and rear electric motors for its hybrid drive system provide 
for impressive handling. It’s fitting that these technologies are 
shoehorned into 4x4 and crossover platforms, which continue 
to gain popularity. Such systems allow people to use Mitsubi- 
shi vehicles in various challenging terrains and conditions.

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The idea of a self-driving car may no longer be a fantasy 
years from now, as demonstrated by Nissan’s autonomous 
driving feature. With this technology, the system operates 
the car and effectively drives it.

The success of the Leaf also bolstered Nissan’s confidence 
in the field of electric vehicles. The Yokohama-based company 
plans to strengthen its position in this field by making the use 
of EVs as efficient and hassle-free as possible. It’s working on 
a wireless-charging technology to make this process seamless. 
It’s also developing high-density batteries to increase range. 

The one Toyota technology that caught our attention at the 
show had nothing to do with fuel-cell propulsion or autono- 
mous motoring. Believe it or not, it was a 100mm and 200g 
toylike robot called Kirobo Mini. The idea is to provide the 
driver interactive company on the road so that he doesn’t get 
so bored that he’ll doze off, or so furious he’ll succumb to road 
rage. Think of it like having Siri come out of your iPhone and 
take on the form of a fun-size android. Got fired from work? 
Kirobo Mini will sympathize with you. Got spurned by 
a girl? Kirobo Mini will tell you hugot lines. Got 
caught in slow-moving traffic? 

Kirobo Mini will play you up- 
beat music. You get the point.

THE FUTURE'S SO BRIGHT 

Honda’s booth reflects its strategy for both its domestic and 
international markets. The Glarity Fuel Gell and the cute 
JDM cars are a solid investment in Japan’s eco-friendly and 
fuel-efficient motoring future. Meanwhile, the roaring NSX 
and Givic Type R are Honda’s bold statements that it wants to 
excite motorists for years to come. 

There are a few oddities, too, that have become interesting 
sideshows in the event. There was the Wander Stand concept 
that moves laterally and diagonally, to allow passengers great 
mobility. But our personal favorite was the Proj ect 28c4, a > 
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one-seater race car that looks delightful. It doesn’t look an 
ounce street-legal, but it makes an Ariel Atom look confining. 

Mazda is not joining the autonomous-driving bandwagon 
(yet); instead, it is focusing on its strength of creating automo- 
biles that are a pleasure to drive. The self-driving technologies 
that the company has developed will be used only to support 
the driver when the need arises. 

Mitsubishi predicts the demand for EVs to top five million 
units per annum globally by 2020, as stricter emissions regula- 
tions and corporate fleet fuel-consumption averages make it 
difficult for traditional petrol-powered vehicles to meet and 
exceed user expectations. Mitsubishi is also moving away from 
traditional compact- and midsize-sedan platforms, but it will 
continue to develop small, affordable vehicles like the Mirage 
and the Mirage G4 for emerging and developing markets. 

All the technologies and the concept vehicles that Nissan 
is working on are geared toward one goal: zero emissions and 
zero traffic fatalities. Too idealistic? Perhaps. But we admire 
the brand for continuously exploring the various facets of the 
motoring world in the name of safety and eco-living. 

Nissan envisions the next-generation vehicle as one 
that fosters connectivity, upholds responsible driving, and 
possesses cutting-edge technology. Still, the company is 
careful not to take the driver completely out of the picture. 
What is the IDS Concept’s main difference from other 
driverless cars? It empowers the driver by providing 
two options: Piloted Drive and Manual Drive. 

As early as next year, Nissan will roll out the 
first version of Piloted Drive, followedby a sec- 
ond version in a few years.

This involves rolling out new powertrain components and 
new vehicle platforms. Also, the company intends to improve 
its production systems by maximizing plant capacities and 
enhancing plant competitiveness. The goal is to reduce costs 
while increasing the level of quality. 

Honda, Mazda, Mitsubishi, Nissan and Toyota may techni- 
cally be rivals, but they are bound by a common vision, and 
that is to make tomorrow’s car a lot more efficient and safer. ^

Though the Montero Sport is essen- 
tially identical to the Strada, suspension 
and underchassis parts do differ, par- 
ticularly in terms of shock absorber and 
spring tuning. 

Exterior and interior 




The Montero’s flowing lines have never 
been quite as flat-out macho as the For- 
tuner’s or Everest’s, but they’re clean 
and free of silly gimmicks. Early trucks 
featured the ‘Boulay’ nose, in keeping 
with Mitsubishi’s design theme of 
the time. Later variants like the GTV 
feature variations on the theme, but 
our 2013 GLS looks a little 
d ifferent from the original.

History 

Though it was late to the pickup-based 
SUV party, the Strada-based Montero 
Sport hit the market with a bang in 
2008 due to its modern amenities and 
family-friendly nature. It was an in- 
stant best seller, and an upgrade from 
the old 3.2-liter 4M41 diesel to the 
punchier 2.5-liter variable-geometry 
turbo (VGT) unit in 2011 further 
extended its market reach. Over the 
years, the Montero Sport has traded 
blows with the Toyota Fortuner for 
market dominance, garnering numer- 
ous awards along the way, thanks to a 
great combination of specs, price and 
real-world comfort. 

The big question, really, is whether 
it remains abang-for-the-buck propo- 
sition secondhand. Let’s find out. 

Value and costs 

Diesel SUVs hold their value relatively 
well on the local market. As such, a

secondhand like this one will set you 
back nearly PI million. The earliest 
VGT models hover around P800,000 
to P850,000, while pre-facelift models 
go for P700,000 to P850,000. 

On older cars, it’s important to 
check for general mechanical issues. 
Like with all diesels of the time, suc- 
tion control valve and exhaust gas 
recirculation valve issues can manifest 
due to exposure to low-quality diesel, 
especially if the vehicle was driven 
mostly in traffic. 

As for issues specific to the Mon- 
tero Sport, the one to really watch for 
is the transmission inhibitor switch 
on automatic variants. On older units, 
this can succumb to corrosion, caus- 
ing the transmission to erratically pop 
out of ‘Drive’ and into neutral, which is 
the default safety mode in case of sen- 
sor error. While this is an uncommon 
issue, replacement is usually required 
to prevent the problem from reoccur-

with a modern dashboard and a sporty 
steering wheel, though the low-set seats 
betray its pickup origins. Legroom 
is generally good, but hip room in 
the second row is compromised by 
intrusive wheel wells. Be sure to check 
for proper function of all accessories, 
including the touchscreen sensitivity of 
the AVT-sourced head unit. Any issues 
there, as well as loose or rattling trim, 
can help in negotiating a few thousand 
pesos off the sale price. 

Engine 

The direct-injection 4D56T, though 
based on the same ancient bones as 
the torpid 2.5-liter in the L300, gets a 
massive boost (literally) from a mod- 
ern variable-geometry turbocharger. 
There’s little power down low, but 
once the tachometer needle swings 
past 2,000rpm, the motor pulls with 
such urge that inattentive drivers can 
be caught unaware. Don’t be surprised 
to see a puff of black smoke when you 
floor the accelerator. This is normal for 
vehicles driven in traffic. Many owners 
resort to modifications like blanked-off 
EGR valves to cure this. 

Fuel economy is middle-of-the-road, 
but few competitors could match the 
Montero Sport’s raw power. Indeed, the 
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2.5-liter had performance to shame the 
3.0-liter engines of the time. 

Driving impressions 

While the Montero Sport was a rocket 
in a straight line, its soft suspension 
and long-geared steering made it feel 
a bit boat-like in corners, especially 
when compared to its main rival, the 
Fortuner. On the bright side, the ride is 
much softer than that of the Fort or the 
Ford Everest, though it can’t match the 
wallowy softness of the Isuzu Alterra. 
Braking is so-so compared to sedans 
and crossovers, but that’s about par for 
this class. 

Verdict 

The Montero Sport may have been over- 
shadowed by newer SUVs in recent 
years, but it’s still a strong contender, 
and the allure of that VGT engine 
can’t be denied. The sheer ubiquity of 
Mitsubishis on the secondhand market 
means that it is possible to find a truck 
that fits your budget and needs, but it’s 
best to shop around. Getting the newest 
and freshest secondhand unit within 
your price range, or even stretching 
your budget to get one, ensures a 
relatively hassle-free ownership 
experience in the years to come. E

HERE’S A LESSON IN MAZDA’S WANKEL ENGINE HISTORY

■ n Philippine soil the 
second-generation 
Mazda RX-7 is a pretty 
rare car. Only four or five 
are known to roam our pockmarked 
streets. That’s why when I stumbled 
upon Ramon Rayos’s Facebook post 
proclaiming that he finally got his 1987, 
FG-series Mazda RX-7 back from the 
shop, I just had to get in touch with him 
to do a shoot. Yeah, I have a soft spot for 
older Mazdas, but I have never really 
encountered a rotary-engine-powered 
one up close and personal. There used 
to be a green-hued first-generation 
RX-7 that roamed my hometown of 
Baguio, but I have no idea where it is 
today. And besides, that was ages ago. 

The FC RX-7 is Mazda’s vision of 
what a sports car should be, and it is 
pretty damn awesome. The formula 
still holds true today. The RX-7 is rela- 




tively lightweight, handles very well, and 
has a high-rewing motor courtesy of a 
Wankel rotary engine. And it looks really 
great. The body style, and an obvious clone 
of the Porsche 944, is still stunning. To be 
quite honest, I think the Hiroshima-based 
designers did abetter job than the Ger- 
mans — if that’s even possible. The best 
part is that the RX-7 was more accessible, 
price-wise. 

Remarkable, too, is the performance of 
the rotary engine. A turbocharged 1.3-liter 
like the one in Ramon’s car pushes close to 
170hp. It’s pretty cool that Mazda hasn’t 
abandoned the Wankel motor. There were 
rumors that this type of engine was going 
to be killed off because of its thirsty nature 
and long-term reliability issues, but if the 
RX-Vision concept unveiled at the Tokyo 
Motor Show is anything to go by, there’s a 
future for the design after all. 

Ramon’s car isn’t the freshest example 
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out there, but it is battle-hardened 
and full of eharaeter. It is obviously a 
car that gets driven hard, and for that 
we give much respect to its owner. “I 
swapped an AE86 for this,” Ramon tells 
us. “The first engine broke; this now is 
the third engine.” He doesn’t miss the 
AE86, because when he heard a swarm 
of RX-7s in action for the first time 
in Bangkok, it sounded great to him. 
“When they passed by, it just sounded 
right,” he recalls. 

This is a US-version model fitted 
with a single-turbo 13BT engine from 
a surplus car that Ramon was lucky 
enough to find. Upkeep and mainte- 
nance is more involved, but Ramon 
doesn’t mind.“You have to be more 
careful, because only four or five of us 
exist here,” he shares. “I have to take 
care of the engine and the body parts. 
Parts are hard to come by — that’s why I 




keep on hoarding them!” 

Ramon adds that he also gets a huge 
kick from the pull of the engine. He says 
the rotary is so different, and it is so 
easy to get hooked. The revs never end, 
and pushing to 9,000rpm is no problem.

But anybody who has dreams of owning 
this car should knowhow to drive it. 

For example, there is no engine-brake 
effect. “You drop it from fourth to third 
and you will go faster!” exclaims Ra- 
mon. “It is very much like a two-stroke 
motorcycle engine.” 

Maintenance requires more atten- 
tion. You have to be meticulous. For 
every full tank of gas, Ramon loads a 
half-pint of 2T motorcycle oil to keep 
the apex seals of the rotor healthy. You 
know when the engine is about to fail 
when it takes a long time to start. “That 
means the seals are about to go,” Ra- 
mon explains. 

Is owning this car worth it? You bet. 
And another thing that Ramon loves? 
People can’t help but stop and stare. 
There’s only a handful of RX-7s here. 
We are inviting this guy to our next 
cruise, that’s for sure. 2

ars these days are packed 
full of technology and 
electronic wizardry. A lot 
of these developments have 
been spurred by the usage of computers 
that allow for improved functioning and 
increased efficiency. 

One automotive feature brought 
about by the demand for better fuel 
consumption is the start/stop system. 
Once found only on premium European 
models, this simple system of conserving 
fuel in heavy urban traffic has now made 
its way into more affordably priced ve- 
hicles — for example, the Mazda 6 with 
its i-Stop technology. The idea behind 
it isn’t new or complicated. Gar not 
moving? Engine off. This means zero fuel 
consumption. 

Brilliant, isn’t it? Perhaps not, as any 
elderly manong driver would’ve been 
practicing this on the road in the ’70s. It 
wasn’t a big deal back then. Nowadays, 
however, with creature comforts ranking 
high as must-haves on the modern car, 
the need to keep these amenities powered 
while the engine is turned off puts a 
bigger demand on one of the most basic 
components of the vehicle: the battery. 

Compared to the rest of the car, the

battery hasn’t changed significantly since 
the original Baghdad battery. Electrodes 
immersed in an electrolyte solution 
produce electricity due to a chemical 
reaction. The amount of voltage, current 
and capacity depends on the number of 
cells the battery has, the surface area of 
the electrodes, and the density of the 
electrode. The more cells, the higher 
the voltage; the bigger the surface area 
of the electrodes, the higher the current 
produced; the denser the electrodes, the 
higher the stored capacity. 

Most car batteries are designed to run 
on 12 volts. The other two aspects require 
more attention because it will be a bal- 
ance of having enough current to start 
the vehicle each and every time without 
fail, and having enough density to yield 
sufficient capacity without being too 
heavy or massive. So how does a carmaker 
ensure that the battery will have more 
than enough in reserve to power a start/ 
stop system? The answer lies in deep- 
cycle batteries. 

These cost more than standard units, 
but they can give up as much as 80% of 
their charge and still retain almost full 
capacity when recharged provided that 
proper operation is observed. Standard 



batteries, on the other hand, start losing 
the ability to retain their charge when 
subject to repeated operating conditions 
that require them to give up more than 
15% of their full capacity. In practice, 
you do not want to discharge either type 
of battery by more than half of that to 
make it last as long as possible while still 
functioning reliably. 

A drawback of deep-cycle batteries 
is that they have a lower ‘cold cranking 
ampere’ rating. They have to be made 
bigger and consequently heavier to make 
up for the lower rated current output 
compared to a same-sized standard 
battery. The bright side, though, is that 
a true deep-cycle battery, properly sized 
and used, can last significantly longer 
than their standard counterparts. 

But is the technology worth it? While 
we desire cars that come standard with 
features that rely on deep-cycle batteries, 
maintenance cost will naturally come at 
a price. OEM examples retail between 
P25,000 to P30,000, more than six times 
the price of a standard battery. 

Fuel saved via start/stop technology is 
also minimal, reported to be a dismal 5%. 
Might not be enough the offset the cost, 
but it’s a step in the green direction. 
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Keep rust, dirt, moisture and corrosion away while you 
keep your vehicle moving with RC Lubricating Spray.

REPAIR A CLUTCH HYDRAULIC SYSTEM 



I What is the color of the clutch fluid 
in the master cylinder reservoir? If 
it is dark and mucky, that’s a sign 
that it will fail very soon. Now, locate 
the clutch slave cylinder. This is usually 
positioned on the bell housing of the 
gearbox, near the clutch disc, pressure 
plate, and release bearing. 

2 Undo the clutch slave first. Be deli- 
cate with the metal clutch line and 
fittings. You don’t want to damage 
any of the lines. Be prepared to catch 
any clutch fluid using a bottle of some 
sort. The fluid is filthy and black. Next, 
remove the clutch master. 



3 Flush the clutch line by pumping 
clean brake fluid into it. Use a 
clean oil can and flexible hose. 

Now install the master and slave cylin- 
der but do not over tighten the fittings. 
Fill the reservoir with new brake fluid. 

4 Bleed the clutch system. Ask a com- 
panion to pump the clutch pedal 
repeatedly, and then hold it down 
firmly in place. With the pedal down, 
open the bleed screw to let any air out. 
You will hear it. Repeat the pumping 
(bomba) and hold (pirme) cycle until 
all air is out of the system and the clutch 
pedal feel returns. 



WHEN YOUR CAR’S CLUTCH HYDRAULIC

The hydraulic system that actuates the clutch in your manual 

transmission car will not last forever. Just like every wear item, the 
master and slave cylinders will fail eventually. The slave, located near 
the gearbox, is usually the first to go. Back in the day a clutch cable 
was the method used, but newer cars utilize a hydraulic system. For 
old-school enthusiasts like me, the cable-type is preferred. Still, the 
hydraulic system has its advantages. It will not fail like a snapped 
cable. There will be warning signs. Here’s what to look out for.

IMPORTANT THINGS

■ Clutch hydraulics will not 
fail without warning. If you 
find it harder to shift into 
gear, and if the clutch pedal 
feels mushy, it is time to take 
a closer look at the system.
